FOOT RACE, 

BETWEEN CAPTAIN BARCLAY 
AND WOOD. 



TTHIS match, between Abrahanj 
Wood, the celebrated Lanca- 
shire pedestrian, and Captain Bar- 
clay, (wherein the former under- 
took to give the latter 20 miles in 
a race of 24 hours expected con- 
tinuance) attracted togetlier the 
greatest concourse of persons ever 
seen at Newmarket, in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitant.— -Carriages 
of every description were innumer- 
able, from the barouche in four to 
a dicky cart, and the horsemen and 
pedestrians, exceed all accurate esti- 

matioift 
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mation of iranibers. — ^The place 
chosea for the performance of this 
extraordinary exertion, was a single 
tneasurecf mile, on the left hand 
$ide of the first mile of the turnpike 
road leading from Newmarket to 
London, toward^ the Ditch, which 
mile was roped in, and the com- 
petitors both ran on .the same 
ground. — They started precisely at 
cright o'clock on Monday morning; 
when, after going forty miles, 
Wood resigned the contest, which 
has created consid^a1)le surprise 
and murmuring among the cogno" 
scenii. The following is an accur 
tate account of the race : —

" The above is tlie number of hours 
the pedestrians performed out of 24 
hours. Wood made play at start- 
ing, and, as it will be seen above, 
went eight miles in an holir: He' 
continued at a lounging run for 
three hours, when the odds, which 
were three to one against him at 
starting, were reduced to about 
seven to four. He got ofFt)ne mile 
in the first half hour, having per- 
forinped font miles in one minute 
less than thattime. tie performed 
twenty miles in two hoars and forty- 
one minutes, and, in coming in the 
twenty-two miles in three hours, 
he had got off four miles of the 
twenty he had given the Captain, 
ami both came in together. After 
having gone twenty-four nailes in 
three hours and sixteen minutes. 
Wood took gome refreshment, for 
five minutes, in a marquee at the 
•tarting-pbst, opposite to that of 



Captain Barclay. He rested again 
ten minutes afler having gone 
thirty-two miles: he laid himself 
down, and appeared a Uttle fatigned. 
His time was spent in having hi* 
ancles and body rubbed ^ an^ on 
his leaving bis marquee, he appear- 
ed without his shoies. The next- 
four milps he tell^ off in his pace, 
and was above twenty minutes go- 
ing two miles. < 

Wood's feet were cut without 
his shoes, and he put them on : but, 
after having gone forty miles in' 
€ix hours and twenty minutes' he 
retired to his niarqueo'; aiid it wa» 
shortly after commiinicared to the 
si^ectators that he had resigned the 
matchr / 

Captain Barclay pursued a steadj^ 
Course of six miles an hour, with- 
out varying a minute. He slop- 
ped and took some warm icnN\, 
after having gone eighteen miles, 
and he stopped again' after having 
gone the other •eighteen miles j and 
it was whilst he was taking other 
refreshments, tjiat Wood resigned 
the contest. I'he Captain, however, 
ran four other miles, to decide some 
bets. 

This race caused considerable 
surprise, as it was known to most 
people present, that Wood had 
done forty miles in less ihan five 
hours, only a few months since, and 
from other concurring circum- 
stances, the sporting men declined 
paying their bets. It, however, 
was manifest, that there was no 
colli^sion between tlie Captain and^ 
the other party. 

Capt. Barclay found .himself ra-* 
ther fatigued, ahhough he expressed 
his opinion that he could continue 
for one hundred miles. Two sur* 
geons attended Wood after the 
race, and it was their opinion that 
he could not have gone many more 
railesji as he was fevensh. 

At' 
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The surprise alluded to above, 
■with respect to Wood's losing, and 
the scruple* of some of the sporting 
men as to paying their bets, were 
pretty well accounted for. by what 
.transpired a few days after the 
race. It should be' observed, that 
when the match 'Vai first made. 
Captain Barclay refused to make it 
•without a gentleman was coricerued 
for Wood, ahd after such was 
■sought for, a publican in the vici- 
nity of Spitaltields was brought for- 
•ward, to make this match with the 
Captain, He stood 1501. of the 
stake-money^ but he was well 
known never to have' nsked 20l. on 
any event which was uncertain. —

worth a farthing after he came out 
of the canteen'* (the marquee in 
which he rested after having gone 
22 miles). It is, however, mani- 
fest, that Captain Barclay had not

port, the whole of which he picked 
clean to the bone, within the short 
space of ten minutes ! 

It is added, that the issue of the 
pedestriiin feat at Newmarket is 
so little satisfactory to the ama- 
teurs, that a new opponent is to be 
istarted against Captain Barclay^. — 
Xieutenant Fairman, who has al- 
^•eady proved his prowess upon the 
turf, will be backed for any sum 
against the Captain, taking pre'- 
cisely the same odds he required 
from Wood. Without attemj)ting 
\o attribute any thing like a cross to 
the parlies, the latirel of England is 
not to be won by the Captain with- 
out winning it at a d?arer rate, be- 
. cause^ when the prize is to be con- 
tended for by two gentlemen, tliere 
must be an absolute security that 
every.exertion, consistent with ho- 
'nour, will take place. 

Wood, a few days after the race, 
received rather rough usage at a 
public house in Cambridge. Some 
of the company put out the lights, 
and kicked him out of the room.

Wood was doubtless the innocent 
dupe of his associates, who, to give 
a show to their deisigning practices, 
laid a f6w bets in his favour of no 
vei-y Considerable athount, but pro- 
cured, by their agents, large bets, 
for considerable sums against him, 
'* We find the following article in 
the Norwich Mercitry of Oct. 24 : 
— '*. Mr. Webster and Captain Bar- 
clay, who have challenged the pub- 
lic attention to their celebrity in tlij9 
pedestrian and equestrian world, 
were* froth quartered in this garri- 
son, the former in his Majesty'^ , 
11th regiment of light dragoons, 
and the latter in the 23d regiment 
of foot, or Koyal Welch Fusileere. 
With regard to Mr. Webster, we 
can assert nothing of our own 
knowledge, more than what has 
been communicated by the public 
papers 3 but a brief narration of 
some of Captain Barclay's . feats 
whilst here, will not be unworthy 
of notice. Captain B. offered, but 
which was not accepted, a bet of 
1000 guineas, that he would lift 
from the ground the weight of half 
a ton, and in order to try the expe- 
riment, he obtained a number of 
weights, which were fastened to- 
gether hj a rope through the rings, 
when he lifted 21 half-hundred 
weights and a quarter of a hundred. 
He afterward, ^ith a straight arm, 
three a half-hundred weight a dis« 
tancw of eight yards, and over his 
head the same weight a distance of 
live yards. In the mess-room, a 
gentleman of the same regiment, 
Vftio, it i» said^ weighed 1 8 stone* 
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(14 lbs. to tl>e stone.) stood upon 
Capt. B.'s right liand, and being 
steadied by his left,. he thus took 
him up and set him ujion I he table. 
Capt. B. also qfiered a betof 1000 
guineas that no man in England 
,could go on foot 100 mjles in J 00 
successive hours, conlined, hovv- 
,evcr to start the distance at the 
conimencenient of every hour. It 
liiis been said, that for th<? recent 
match against Wood, Capt. B. was 
under training by several pedes- 
trians, when, in short, his systema- 
tic daily regimen, and vaiious 
athletic exercises, must have ren- 
dered such training merely nominal^ 
tor the purpose of conforming to 
thoxule of etiquette,'*

The moment when the first- 
rate siinger is in the finest passage of 
a Br-ivura song, perhaps some of 
the dilettanti in the boxes (more gra- 
tified in hearing their own raven 
notes, than those of the s'rnger's) 
scream out in a fine accomjiaoying 
trill, or shake, and thereby produce 
tlie same happy effect, as the per- 
f^H'matice of two rival organs at the 
opposite sides of the same street. 
Another interesting and amu^g 
drcunistance to the audience, arises' 
from the mixttire of the performers 
and loungers^ together : for it fre- 
(fuently happens/ that the latter are 
not merely satisfied in seeing the 
fermeV, Jbut are good naturedly 
running from scene to scene, and 
daimng about the ^tage, perhaps 
thinking that some of the subscri- 
bers may be amused in seeing 
downS) or fools, in evtry piece, and 
in every act. 

But this is nothing compared 
with the frequent bursts of bravo, ' 
bravissimo, from iTeople who were 
earnestly engaged in a private con- 
rersation, and after they have re- 
warded the iSopr^wo with a clap 
and a roar, turn round to each 
©ther and exclaim with a vacant 
«tare — vastly, fine! -^whiit was it? 
exijuislte^ -^c. whereby they shew 
their taste, though unconscious of 
the cause. - This free and easy con- 
duct would not be allowed in the 
English Theatre, thanks to the gods;

THE AVOSET. 



AN ENGRAVING. 



r|TlR Avoset is described by Buf- 
fon as principally found near 
Milan, and in other places in Italy j 
as, however, it is classed by Mr. 
Bewick in his British Birds, we 
^hall content ourselves with his ac- 
count of it, as follows :— 



^' This bird, which is the only 
British species of Avoset, does not 
much exceed th|5 Lapwing in the 
bulk of its body j but, from the 
length of its legs, it is much taller. 
It measures about eighteen inches 
. in length, to the end of the toes 
twenty-two, and from tip to tip 
thirty, and weighs from twelve to 
fourteen ounces. The bill is blackj^ 
about three inches and a half long, 
and of a singular confortration, 
looking not unlike flexible flat 
pieces of whalebone, curved up- 
wards to the tip : the irides are 
hazel ; the head round, black on 
the upper part" to below tlie nape 
of t}ie neck : above and beneath 
each eye, in most specimens, there 
are small white spots ; but in the 
one from which the above figure 
was taken, a streak of that colour 
passed over each eye towards the 
hinder part of tlie head. The 
thighs are nake/J, and, as well as 
the legs and feet, are of a fine pale 
blue colour. The whole plumage 
of the Avoset is white, intersected 
with blacky arid, like most of th^ 
variegated or pye^bald birds, the 
patches of these colours are not 
placed exactly the same in every 
individual 5 therefore, as the bird 
cannot be mistaken, a more minute? 
description is unnecessary. 

** These birds are common in the 
winter about the lakes, mouths of 
rivers, ami marshes, in the south- 
ern parts of England 5 and they as- 
semble in large flocks on the fens, 
in the breeding season. When the 
female is frightened off her nest, 
she counterfeits lameness ; and 
when a flock is disturbed, they fly, 
with their necks stretched out, and 
their legs extended behind, over 
the head of the spectator, much in 
the same way as the Peewit or Lap- 
wing, making a shrill noise, and 
uttering a yelping cry of twit, twitl 

' '. all 
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all the time. The places where 
they have been feeding may be 
traced out by the semi-circular 
marks left in the mud or sand by 
their bills in scooping out their 
food^ which consists of spawn, 
"worms, insectSy &c. Latham says, 
*' they lay two eggs, the si 2^ of 
those of a pigeon, an inch and three 
quarters in length, of a cinerous 
grey, singularly marked with deep 
brownish dark patches, of irregular 
sizes and shapes, besides some un- 
der markings of a dusky hue." — 
They keep near the shore, wading 
about, up to the l>elly in water, and 
sometimes swimming. , In all their 
motions they are smart, lively, and 
volatile, and do not remain long 
ftationary in one spot." 



BOXING. 



GULLEY AND/ GREGSON. 



^T^HIS highly-interesting contest 
took place on Wednesday, the 
1 4th, in a valley called the six-mile 
bottom, on the Newmarket road, 
Newmarket emptied itself, and 
Cambridge and other adjacent* 
towns also supplied pro4igious 
iiumbers, as it W4s a novelty to 
view an exhibition between such 
stout professors. Thjs match com- 
pensated the sporting world for 
nieir disappointment at Jhe foot- 
race, and ihe sp^tators were equal 
to what is usual at a similar'exhi- 
bition near Londoii, but the com- 
pany was rather more select, and 
free from the rabble. 

At an early hour, the town of 
Newmarket was all busde and , 
•conftision, and all sorts of vehicles 
were put in requisition. The as- 
sistants emploved to mark the 
ground, arrived on it about eight 



o'clock, arid being well ■ supplied 
with ropes and stakes, soon cdm- 
pletedan excellent ring jn the val- 
ley. At nine o'clock, it was sur- 
rounded with a numerous ciicle of 
spectators on foot, and an exterior 
circle of carriages of every descrip- 
tion, filled with company. At 
twenty minutes past nine, the two 
pugilistic heroes entered the ring, 
both in^good plight and condition, 
full of spirits, and each confident of 
success. . Cribb and Cropley of- 
ficiated as second to Gulley ; Rich- 
mond, the Black, was second to. 
Gregson, Jackson and Ward were 
also in the ring, to assist if neces- 
sary. After the usual etiquette, 
the parties set to, with the odds , 
twenty to five upon Gulley, . 

TilE BATTLE. 

First Round. The combatants " 
fixed each pther with a steady eye. 
A pause. Some excellent sparring 
ensued. Gulley put in a well-di- 
rected blow on Gregson's face, 
which was repaid with interest up- 
on the left side of Gulley*s head j 
both fell. 

2. Gulley seemed to feel that he 
had got an ugly job of work in 
hand. He was much upon his 
guard, and produced all hi^ sci- 
ence. — A severe blow, well plant- 
ed upon the left side of Greg- 
son's face, was the result. It drew 
the first blood, which ran copiously, 
and Gregson fell. Odds, 100 to 
20 upon Gulley. 

The 3d, 4th, 5th, and 6th 
rounds, an interchange of well- 
directed blows, with good sparring 
on both sides 5 the result nearly 
equal, but rather in favour of Gul- 
ley. 

7. After some neat sparring, 
Gregspn . broke through Gulley'a 
guard, put in a gtraight-forward 
blow upon his right eye, which 

nearly 
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nearly closed it, and drew blood. 
Gulley fell, and lay upon the 
ground, apparently quite abroad, 
for nearly three seconds. The 
blow struck to the heart of Gulley's 
friends — great anxiety prevailed 

/among tliem for the moment. The 

,od^s iell to 5 to 3. 

8. I'he success of the preceding 
round inspired Gregson with fresh 
confidence. He summoned all his 
strength, and developed all his sci- 
ence. Gullev had also rallied. — 
Some excellent span-ing also took 
place, and several well-directed 
blows were stopped on both sides. 
At length, by a sudden spring, and 
a great effort of strength, Gregson 
caught up Gulley in bis arms, and 
filing hira upon thfe ground. A 
less generous antagonist would have 
fallen upon him. The spectators 
expected it, and hailed his forbear- 

. ance with cheering shouts of 
** Bravo !** This round, one of 
the finest that ever was fought, 
shewed that nothing but his ex- 
quisite science enabled Gulley to 
stand before so powerful an anta- 
gonist. TJie odds changed in con- 
sequence in favour of Gregson. 

9. Gulley hit his opponent a 
very severe facer, and Gfegson de- 
liberately laid himself down on the 
hands and knees. This act was sup- 
posed to be something of the cur, 
but Gregson's subsequent conduct 
did away that, impression. 

10. Gregson went in much en- 
raged, and made several short hits 5 
Gulley followed his attempts to hit 
by real blows, at once scientific 
and- tremendous, and Gregson fell 
extremely weak-^be preseilted a 
dismal spectacle, streaming with 
blood. 

• 1 1 ." Gregson received a hit, and 
lie immediately closed, and gave 
Gulley a heavy fall. 
13. Weakness began to' be ma- 



nifest In Gulley in this round, an<f 
it gave a strange turn to the bet- 
ting. Gregson received some fee- 
ble hits, although scientifically 
put in, but he knocked Gulley 
down by a most tremendous blow 
on the forehead. 

13. Gulley had the advantage 
again in this round, by his superior 
knowlege of'boxing J but his hits 
were not forcible, from weakness, 
Gregson gave a specimen of the 
Lancashire mode of throwing, 
which Gulley must have severely 
felt. 

14. Gregson put in another tre-, 
roendous blow on Guiley*s face,- 
and he repeated it skilfully* with 
his left hand; after a severe rally, 
Gregson fell on his knees, extremely 
weak, as w^s also his adversary. 

.15. After exchanging some 
blows, those of Gregson being the 
more forcible, from his superior 
strength, Gulley was knocked down. 

12. Although Gulley*s face bore 
woeful marks of the btow.s he had 
received, and one eye was closed, 
he had the best of tliis 'rallying 
round, by ultimately hitting his op- 
ponent off his legs. 

ly. Gregson fell on his blow. 

18 and 19. Gulley had a slight 
advantage in these two rounds, al- 
though he had a heavy fall in the 
latter. 

20. Gregson aimed a powerful 
straight-forward blow, but missed, 
and, as he was falling with it, Gul- 
ley hit him. ^ A load cry of " foul, 
foul," from one side, and ^' fair, 
fair," from the other. The latter 
appeared to be right, Gregson not 
having reached the ground when 
he received the blow. 

21, 22, and 23. /Gulley got 
more fresh, and fairly beat his ad- 
versary from him in rallying, but 
not without receiving some hard 
blows. Both were very weak, but- 

8t^ 
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9 to 1 was offered on Gulley/ his 
'bottom being known. 

24. This round shewed that 
"both .were dead beaten, for their 
bJows were so feeble, and the loss, 
of blood was so considerable, that 
each had difficulty in making light. 
Gulley threw Gregson for the first 
time.- — Ten to one offered on 
Oulley. 

25. Here it was any body's bat- 
tle, qs it was reduced to the game 
and constitution of the combatants 
who should win : both were most 
liideously disfigured, and scarcely 
able to get off tlie knees of their" 
bottle-holders. Although the bat- 
tle lasted elevep more rounds, it 
>vould be superfluous to detail them, 
as each had alternately the advan« 
tage, and betting, which had been 
twenty to one on Gulley, was re- 
duced to even J they met each 
other like two helpWss men inebri-v 
ated, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that either could hold up 
4iis hands to stop or hit, and when 
the rounds closed, which was gene- 
rally by both falling together inof- 
fensively, the friends of each party 
expected the word enough to come 
from both together. Gulley, in 
this state, was sdJl a favourite, and, 
by an extritordinary effort of nature, 
he gave Greggon a blow in the 
throat, the 36th round, which pre- 
vented him ' from rising off the 
ground in time. He lay in a help- 
less state,- unable to move or speak, 
for sweral minutes. Gulley, 

• roused by the victory, leaped for 

joy- 
It would be difficult to say which 

was the most beaten — such specta- 
cles surely were never before wit- 
nessed ; all other beatings were 
comparatively a burlesque. The 
seconds were as much disfigured by 
blood as the combatants. The bat- 
^ lasted only forty miuujea. 



OBSERVATIONS. 

Gulley, it will be remembered, 
was the unsuccessful opponent, of 
the Game Chicken a twelvemonth 
ago, in which contest he was so ' 
tried, and proved so game a man, 
that he established his fame as a 
boxer of the first rate 5 and he is! 
now, by forfeiture of the Chicken, 
considered as the Champion of 
England. Gregson was first heard 
of, as having some pretensions* 
to the fistic art, in consequence of 
a casual rencontre with Bourke, in 
Yorkshire, some time since 5 and 
having improved in professional 
skill, he ventured to town to dis- 
pute the claim of Champion with 
any man in England^ He appears 
to have been formed for boxing ; 
his Herculean strength is propor- 
tionate to his height, which is six « 
feet two inches. His most san- 
guine admirers did not claim for 
him the science of GuHey ; but they 
flattered themselves, that any de- 
ficiency in skill would be more than 
ihade up by the superiority ot'his 
j>hysical powers, he being some 
inches taller than his adversarj^ and 
a stone more weighty. 

It was allowed, at thedccisiow* 
of the battle, on all hands, thatoiiQ 
80 obstinately contesteti, and; where' 
such gam'e was shewn, was never* 
witnessed. Those who had setii 
Johnson and Ben, Jackson and the* 
Old Ruffian, exhibit, declared this 
to exceed all. Gregson, although 
far from a good fighter, had a de- 
cided advantage in strength, aiid 
stature, which was adequate, with- 
the little knowledge he possessed,.' 
to Gulley*s superior skill, as there 
was a reciprocity in* bottom. Gul- 
ley fought at a greet disadvantage 
agaitist a man of such superior 
strength and length, for -he could 
never make a hit until Gregson 
«bose to begin,, as the latter sparred 

with 
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with his left arm fully extended, 
ancj tills was considerably longer, 
and more powerful, than that of 
Guile/. Gregson, after the few 
iirst rounds, made lounging and 
desperate hits with his right hand, 
which nothing could resist, and it 
is thus accounted for how Gulley 
sustained so much injury. Greg* 
SOD was generally abroad after he 
had made that favourite hit, as the 
quickness of Gulley in returning it 
gave him a great advantage. Gul- 
ley fights well with both hands, 
and is a more expert boxer than 
when he contended with the Chick- 
fen. They were conveyed to New- 
market alter the battle. Gulley 
received a handsome subscfiption 
purse, and Gregson was liberally 
rewarded as a game loser. 

Gulley did not appear much pu- 
nished, but he certainly received a 
very handsome share of the day's 
work. Gaptain Barclay brought 
him to the ground in his carriage, 
and took him back in it after the 
battle. . 

Some good hits were made by 
the London pickpockets. Captain 
Whitley lost his pocket-book, con- 
taining 35001. in bank-notes, drafts, 
and bills, for which he offered 2001. 
reward; but those who had it in 
their pdsession thought they could 
pay themselves better, so having 
taken 13001, out, they put the 
pocket-book, with the remain- 
der of the property, into the Post- 
office. 

It should have been observed, 
that in this severe battle, Gulley, 
in stopping the plunging and despe- 
rate right-handed hits ot his adver- 
sary, was de})rived of the use of 
his left arm after about the fifth or 
sixth round of the liglit, the cir- 
culation of the blood having been 
stopped : this was a very material 
(Jwadvautage. The pugilists -were 



on the race-course on the following

cause, but had not even existence ;

How raucb^ 
therefore. Sir, does it behove you, 
under the present state of this conn- 
try, to shew to Europe, that no ad- 
^vantage may be taken of such a 
character merely because he is a 
foreigner. 

Although our connexion with 
the Continent be materially altered, 
yet it is to be hoped we are not to 
forfeit our character for candoiir 
and hospitality, and after inducing 
so many of the noblest and bravest 
heroes in various part$ of Europe to 
embark in our cause, now that the 
common enemy rules with para- 
mount sway, indulge in libellous 
and scandalous rcfiexions upon 
them, merely because thej' are not 
English, 

I am led to those reflexions by 
a reference to the expressions used 
by Mr. Garrow on the trial which 
has caused the quarrel between two 
characters so much distinguished 
in their respective walks of life; 
viz. that '' No English gentleman 
would have acted as J^aron Hooh- 
pesch did." How painful, nay, 
how agonising to the feelings of a 
gallant soldier, who had on so ma*- 
ny perilous occasions exposed his 
life in the service of this country^ 
must such language have proved — 
language calculated to excite every 
vulgar prejudice and ' every base 
passion against him, on an occasion 
when his bonour and character 
were immediately exposed to the 
infiuence oif popular prejuxtice and 
passion. • 

Passing orer tlie allusion to the 
duel in whch Baron Hompesch 
was reluctantly engaged, and in 
which he acquitted himself with 
scrupulous regard to the most libe- 
ral rules of honour, any allusion to 
which was, by the bye (to use the 
technical phrase), travelling out of 

the 
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ihe recorrf— the wbple of Mr. Gar*- 
row's add|;ess to the Jury bore so 
jiard upon ^e B^rou's character^ 
aiid so much oatrjiged his ttelmgs 
both as a Soldier and a G^otlematiy 
that zny expressions of resentment 
may be excused under such proyo^ 
cations. Surely, then> after a suf- 
ficient time has elapsed to permit 
reason to Tesume her sw^y, it may 
be hoped that the learned Gentle- 
man will feel it a becoming duty 
to make a sintaUe reparation to the 
gallant Officer, in this case» which 
has occupied so much public con- 
versation/ Justice should be done 
tQ the aggrieved party.

lody, uncontaminated by the me- 
retricious aid of foreign graces, and ^ 
the elaborate cadences of the Ita- 
lian school. The music is certainly 
entitled to the highest praise. In- 
cledon*s first bravura song is a grand 
and masterly composition, and was 
sung with great power and effect. 

The Opera has been prepared for 
representation in a manner highly 
creditable to the Theatre. — ^The 
scenery is picturesque and beauti- 
ful, and the dresses tasteful^ costly,, 
and magnificent.

Wifh respect to the mansion it- 
self, it stands on an eminence at ^

^I^HIS cause was tried before the 
Chief Baron, at the Gloucester 
Assizes, and a verdict was fopnd 
for the plaintiff in, the sum of 30l. 
-^^(See our Mag, for July 1807j 
Page 157, W. 30.^— Mr. Serjeant 
"Williams now moved for a new 
N^rial. In order that the qu^tion 
liiight be completely understood, 
lie stated the substance of the de- 
claration, which con5Wsted of two 
counts: the first stated, tliat the 
defendant, intending to catch, 
•wound, and destroy the plaintiff's 
dogs, set divers engines, traps, and 
snares in a wood called Cats' Wood, 
.and likewise near the footway, and 
upon the adjoining lands 3 and placed 
pieces of meat, flesh, and other 
strougrsmellli;^ things in. the en- 
gines,- traps, snares, &c. for the 
space of ten days} ly reason of 
which three dogs of the plaintiff's 
then and there lawfully passing and 
re-passjng m the said wood called 
Cats' Wood, along the pathway 
leading through it, and three other 
dogs o£ the plmntiff's in the lands 
of other persons; and also three 
other dogs in the lands of the plain- 
jtifF, were, by the scent of the said 
meat, &c. entice<l and allured froni 
tlie lawful highways and other lands 
and grpunds, to the said engines, 
traps, and snares, and were thereby 
.caught. . 

The l^med Serjeant said> that 
in bis whole practice he never 
heard of a case of so singular a na- 
ture as the present;. 
Jt appeared in ^ylcjence . al the 



trial, that the defetidant w»s owner 
of the "woodcaUed Cats' Wood, and 
that he bad employed a blacksmith 
to make him varbus small traps to 
Catch weasels and otlier vermin^ 
and likewiiie to construct somo 
traps of largtB- djnri^nsions, to de^ 
stroy foxes, badgers, &c. and tliat» 
unluckijy, tin* plaintiff's dogs were 
caught^ in tfaem by trespassing into 
the wood of the defendant ; biW tC 
did not appear that the defetidant 
had any malicious intentions sigainsC 
the dogs of tlie plainti^; and on 
the first night, w;heQ tlie game- 
Kbeper set the traps, two badgent 
were caught.

— ^The horse stood at HttU*s Livery 
Stables, and the defendant came, on 
the part of a Major Mackenzie, 
who had some tbooghtis of purchas- 
ing it^ and requested that he might 
have a trial of the horse. The 
horse was given to him, upon an 
^reenient (^HuUposiUviely swore) 

'. ' ' that 
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that lliG ckfemfant mnst cither brii>g 
back the horse by two o'clock, rtr» 
be. woald consider- bim 5oki» fon 
that Lord IDldot) wished to see thq 
horse between three and four. Tha 
defendant did not bring the horse 
till six or seven o'clock ia the even-* 
ing» nnd the action was brought, ^ 
«n a positive agreement, for lOOl. 
The story of Lord Eldon's wanting 
tpsen the horse was a mere inven* 
iion j but stiU, the jury, believing 

.. the evidence of Mr. Hull, found for 
the plnintiti'. Tl^e story he told, 
of a pei-son, like the defendant, 
coming from a gentleman, and en- 
-gaging himself to pay lOOl. if the- 
geutle^nau did. not return the horse 
hy two o'clock, was so contrary to 
all probability, that it was impossi- 
ble to conceive what indftced the 
jury to find such a verdict. 
-The Chief Justice.-r«' Brother 
Shepherd, I did not believe a word 
of Huirs testimony at the trial (al- 
though ho swore most stoutly;) nor 
do I now believe itj but still, that 
was a question for the jury, and I 
don't know how we can help 
you, 

Mr. Serjeant Shepherd still urged 
the great improbability of the story , 
y^hicli the jury had believed, and 
considerjed the inference they drew 
as contrary to the evidence. He 
also stated, that, besides the great 
improbability of such a contract 
having been entpred into, there was 
an objection in law to the contract. 
It was stated to have been made on 
t Sunday, and there was an Act of 
Parliament, which passed in the 
feign of Charles II. which render- 
ei.void all such cbatracts made up- 
on a Sunday. 

The Chief Justice, after confer- 
ring with the other Judges, said, 
that the story which was so posi- 

vtivel'y sworji to by Hull, and so 
liberally credited by the jdry, of a 



person like the defendant engaging- 
himself to jxiy JOOl. if the gtiule- 
man ibr wiiom he came did not re- 
turn the horse at two o'clock to a 
minute, w;>s a story so vastly im- 
probable, that it did deserve se-. 
rious consideration whether such 
a verdict should not be set aside. 
As tp the latter objection,' of the 
contract being- made on a Sundiiy, 
he certainly did remember that 
there was some old Act of Parlia- 
ment which relates to contracts 
made on a Sunday. On both thcs^ 
grounds, it appeared worth an argu- 
ment. 

The rule for a new trial wsA 
granted, unless cause were shewq 
to the contrary.

We do not think tlie imputatioil 
thrown out by the- Lord Chief 
Justice, against Mr. Hull, to be fair 
or candid.

family, they would inevitably bring 
disgrace on the Corps with which 
they were conpecled. Invidious 
as the task was> and however un- 
equal to the discharge of it, th« 
prosecutor would be guilty of gross 
dereliction of duty if be neglected 
CO perform it, because they were ^tt 
contrary to the Mutiny Act, the 
Articles of War, and the Orders 
of the Commander in Chief. He 
was weU aware he had to contend 
against superior Tank and tbrtane ; 
but he did not shrink^ he had a 
body* of evidence to substantiate 
all these charges, which could not 
be impeached or contradicted. 

After the examination of several ' 
witnesses on the two first charges, 
the Court adjourned at 3 o'ck>ck. 
The Earl of £uston,. Colonel qf 
the West Suffolk Militia, is Presir 
dent of the Court.

After having run a 
considerable distance from the view 
of those hunting them, they wi^ll 
return (frequently after a - lapse of 
two hours) J and if they have 
killed, one chosen hound will in- 
tuitively conduct his keeper tlirough 
an almost impassable brush, ior 
miles, to the exact spot the reward 
^f their vigour»lies in, and if it was 
not for this quality of ,tlie dogs bred 
in this country, nine out of ten of 
the kangaroos killed would be lost. 
The chase is so severe, that the 

- strongest dog cannot hunt moi*e 
than three times a week, and he is 
fortunate if he escapes without 
being torn in the most dangerous 
manner, many of our finest ani- 
mals being cut to death by the 
claws of the dying kangaroo. 

I have hunted my own dogs, and 
nothing I havejieardof the amuse- 
ment can be placed in competition 
with it* I once laid three superior 
dogs on an immense /brei/er, and 
notwithstanding', from his entan- 
gling himself in a brush, they soon 
haunched hira, yet, although the 
man with me exerted all hisstreii<:jth 
in beating him with a club, he was 
not overcome for full fifteen mi- 
nutes, snorting the whole time, 
with one of the strongest dogs in 
the colony at his, throat, and the 
two others seizing him as often as 

, his accursed claws would allow 
them. 

It is certainly the grandest sport 
of the field tl^t can be imagined, 
at the same time the most inte- 
resting, and the most dangerous. 
In this instance 1 paid dearly for 
the victory j my two best dogs were 
so severely oiangled, that I was 
M'lf^^d X9 l«av« thMB panting iof 



their blood, till I could seod fop 
them 3 and although the kangaroo 
weighed 137lb. yet I would not, 
for twenty of his weight, have 
laid up my dags so seriously as 
they were. The chest of one was 
cut completely across, and so deep^ 
that his lungs could be plainly seen, 
added to which, his right side was 
as severely laid open by one kick, 
The other had the whole u^ider 
parX of his belly deeply gashed, the 
scrotum entirety cut away, ai^ bis 
mouth enlarged from nearly ear to 
ear I Yet these dogs, in five weeks, 
actually were again more savage* 
and as vigcHTous as ever ! 

The fatigue these faithful, and to 
us invaluable animals, will under- 
go, is incredible ; and when their 
feet are so sore and cut with hard 
running that they may literally be 
said, in tlie old phrase, iK)t to have 
a leg to stand -on, they are then 
often hunted in boots, and shoes, 
that is, with covering for their teet 
made of leather, or of the kangaroo 
skin 5 and I have at this moment 
one of these veterans running with 
these shoes, a collar of leather co- 
vering a neck so often torn, that 
he cannot now b6 risked without 
it ', and a skin so cut and sewed u^ 
in all directions, that, from no hair 
growing on the broad cicatrices of 
the many severe wounds, he has 
had, he appears at a distance .aa 
animal of a di stinct spec ies. 

The kangaroos here are divided 
principally into two classes, the 
one called brush kangaroos, the 
other foresters. The first run 
from 15 to 50 an^ 601bs, the latter 
fi-pm 40lbs. even to 170lbs.. Th«i 
weight of the tail is .in general one 
pound in ten of the whole body ^ 
thus the tail of a kangaroo of one 
hundred weight will weigh about 
I libs, the whole of which is one 
mass ol^ canilagtQpus zhudcle, and 
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fnalces. as I liave said, the richest 
and most palatable soup that can 
be tasted,^forming, when cold, the 
strongest jelly. It is this weighty 
appendage' to their bodies th^t ma- 
tieriaily assists thetn in ronning, by 
strikfng it oil the ground, thiis 
assisting the spring they make 
with their hind feet, for their ' 
fore daws are too short to be of any 
service. 

The skins of these foresters are 
very valuable for shoes, aod naake 
as line upper leathers as can be de- 
sired J and had we any manufac- , 
ture here, the fur would also be of 
moment. It is rare that any part 
but the hind quarters is preserved 
for fqod, the fore quarters being 
given with the entrails to the dogs, 
with which it is necessary they 
should have an ample portion of 
ground maize, and, indeed, their 
keep is altogether expensive 5 but 
this they amply repay. I however 
expect that the persecuted kan- 
garoo, which daily becomes more 
scarce, will, as was the case at Port 
Jackson, forsake the ground con- 
tiguous to any of our camps, and 
TeCire so far up the ^nountains, that 
the difficulties of procuring them 
will make it cheaper to kill our 
mutton. 

In consiequence of a disappoint- 
ment of government supplies, the 
^itid quarters of tiie kangaroo are 
^'ow received here in his Majesty's 
store, at 6d. per pound, to victual 
the troops and convicts, in the pro- 
portion of 7lbs. for seven of salt 
beef, or 4lbs. of pork : and with- 
iii these six months '^upwards of 
15,o6olbs. weight have been ten- 
dered, although only four gentle- 
men hunt {at that purpose, ^d I 
am persuaded that this change of 
food has been the only cause of our 
pot having any symptoms of scurvy 
Aineng the people, and that bad it 



not been for that desirable aninwl, 
we should, instead of being in sucn 
health that sickness is almost un- 
known, have literally beendestioy- 
ed, with the privations that insepara- 
bly attend those who are present 
the first two years in the forming a 
new colony. 

- Of birds, we have also abundance 
of sport here ; we have teal, quails, 
ducks, red birds, water hens> 
herons, and black swans ; the latter 
of which we most generally run 
down in pur boats, when they are 
moulting their wing feathers. Par- 
rots, which are capital eating, and 
small birds, are innumerable, and 
we have also a most beautiful fea- 
thered pigeon, called the Bronze 
Wing, from the similarity of ihe 
plumage to rich bronze. In ap- 
pearance they rather resemble the 
dove than the English pigeon, but 
cannot be distinguished in flavour 
from the wood-pigeon of Grea^t 
Britain. — I have purposely first 
mentioned the small species of our 
feathered tribe, that I may the 
more surprise you with the colossal 

This bird, which exactly resenv- 
bles the cassowary, we catch here 
in great nlimbers, but it requires 
the fleetest of our dogs, which are 
frequently distanced 5 they weigh 
from 40lbs. to lODlbs. and will kill 
oui: st-rongest greyhounds by one 
blow of their talons. The chase 
of them, in the picturesque part cl" 
the country they are found in, i^ 
a sight beyond my description, and 
can only remind me of what I have 
thoueht the romantic tales of Vail- 
lant. Some tirne after our first 
establishnpent, being with a partir 
on an excursion up the river, we 
suddenly -came on a beautiful'valley, 
riot before prophaned by an 
European eye, m which weregra?- 
ing seven of these majestic birds : 

o a • "we 
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we had three dogs ; each fortunate- 
ly singled out a separate object, and 
'all, after uncommon running, kill- 
ed in sight, as an immense plain 
was before us, and we were on an ; 
eminence J but the dogs were so 
exhausted and bruised in the con- 
test, that we were unable to run 
them for some lime. These three 
birds weighed 220lbs. The flesh 
and fat cannot possibly be distin- 
guished in appearance from beef, 
which it resembles in flavour even 
more than the kangaroo, and 4s 
much esteemed with us : it is also 
^received in the store, in the above 
proportion. I have had ten- pounds 
of solid fat from one bird of 50lbs. 
which, when rendered down, <ind 
well boiled in wat^r, is equal to the 
finest butter. 

The most sure method the dogs 
have of killing the emu, is to seize 
them by (he neck, in which they 
are extremely sensible ; and some 
of our old hounds are so well aware 
of this, that they will often take 
two in one running. I think, from

Dray^ against Desfoxitaines. 

^HIS was an action for 100 gm- 
neas, as the price of a horse, 
alledgedtohave been sold under the 
following circumstances :■ T he 
I^intiiF left the horse at Hull's 
Livery Stables: the. defendant call- 
ed on Hull, on Sunday the 19th of 
April, and asl^cd. leave to try the 
horse for an liour, which was per- 
uiittetl He then asked HtxW, if lie 
might take him la Major Macken- 
zie, of Tower-hill, who wanted 
such a hoise. Hall permitted him 
to do so, with this positive injuMic- 
tion— *' You must either bring me 
the horse, or lOOi. by two o'clock 
at ferthest." The horse' was taken 
upon tiiese terms, and not returned 
till eight. Hull then refused to 
take him, and considered the hotse 
as- sold. The case at tlie trial was 
borne out entirely by the positive 
testimony of Hull -, and the jury 
believing that evidence, found a 
verdict for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Serjeant Shepherd had ob« 
tained a conditional rule to set aside 
this verdict on two grounds (as 
noticed in our last Magazine, page 
85) : 1st. That the evidence of 
Hull was most improbable in it- 
self, and did not support the declar- 
ation as to the sale ^ and2dly^ that 
if there was a sale, such sale would 
h9 vdd by the statute of Charles 
the Second. 

• Mr. Serjeant Best ^wed caus^ 
agiinst this., rule. As to the credit 
of Hull, that was a questioa Hot the 
ji^, amUf they. believ«d hia evi- 
dence, there was no doubt' that 
fhete was a teje. — The seeoud ob- 



jection he conceived as more im«' 
portant; but against that objecitiocv 
he must contend, that neither the 
common law, nor any statute, set 
aside all sales made on a Sunday.. 
This act of Charles II. enacted* 
" That tradesmen, artificers,, la- 
bourers, or other persons,, should 
not exercise their ordinary avoca- 
tions on the Lord's Dayj and that- 
no persons should publidy cry, 
shew forth, or expose to sale, anjr 
wares or merchandise on Sunday, 
under penalty of forfeiting the , 
same.'* This statute he conceived 
to apply merely to the public ex- 
ercise of trades, but* not to private 
sales. There was a case in 1st 
Strange, 703, where a person had 
been indicted for setling meat on a 
Smiday, and it was ruled not to be 
an o&nce indictable at commcKi 
law. The ecclesiastical law indeed 
required tlrat every person should 
attend divine service oti Sunday,, 
and it was consequently expected 
that they were to behave with de- 
cency and decorum at church, and ' 
it would evidently be a great breach 
of decency to make contracts about 
buying horses w;hen in church, and 
when one's mind ought to be 
directed to other subjects. The 
Jewish law indeed made void all 
contracts entered into on the day 
of their Sabbath, virith a rigour thai 
had not been adopted in this coun- 
try. — Whether or not the plain-' 
tiff liad been guilty of any ofenc© 
against the ecclesiastical law, in selU 
ling tlie horse on a Sunday, stiQ 
thnt would not annul the contract. 

Sir James Mansfield. — *'- Cer* 
tainly, accoixiing to the ecclesiastic- 
cal view of it, a man's mind could 
not be supposed to be abstracted 
from worldly affairs, and properly 
engaged in ctevotion, when he was 
thinking about selling his horse for 
UX> guiaeafr.

COURT 0FK1NG*S BENCH, Noy.ij^, 

The Attorney General moved 
for i rule to shew cause why a 
Criminal Information should not be 
i]led against Captain Philip Hay, 
lor giving a challenge to the Earl 
el'KLigston. 

The atHdavit stated,* that Captain 
Hay, 4uring the rebellion m Ire- 
land, was in the service pf the re- 
bels. — Lord Kingston was- taken; 
prisoner by them, and during his-: 
confinement Captain Hay, who 
was then serving with the rebels, 
knowing Lord Kingston's interesit 
inight be of service to him, tltated 
^'ira with great kindues|t. — Captain 
^y was afterwards tried by a 
Court Martial, and acquitted. He 
afterwards applied to the Commis- , 
sioners for compensation for the, 
loss which he su/fered in the re- 
bellion. Lord Kingston wrote a 
Wtter to Lord Hardwick, which 
gve great offence to Captain Hay. 
He afterwards met Lord Kingston, ■ 
2pd accosted him' by saying, I be-. 
feve I speak to Lord KUigston.

His Lordship answered, that he^ 
Was Lord Kmgston. Captain Hay 
replied* these are my friends, mean- 
ing two gentlemen who were with 
him. You are, I believe. Captain . 
Hay. Captain Hay answered, I am 
Captain l^hilip Hay, of the 18th 
Light Dragoons ^ and as you have 
calumniated my character, I have 
a Hght to demand that satbfaction 
which one gentleman ought to have 
of another. ^ Lord Kingston asked* 
whether he meant to ciialleuge 
him ^ to which he s^id, he meant 
to have satis^tion or an apologyi 
Lord Kingstoiv said that he should, 
make no apology, for that he had 
been guilty of very improper con- 
duct — he had demanded compen- 
sation for losses by tbfe rebellion, 
wlien he was in fact a rebel. 
Rule to sh«w cause granted. 



In thesapae Court, November 
the 27th, Mr. Park shewed caupe 
against th^ above rule* when hQ 
read a very long and distinct; afii- 
dayit of the defendant a» follows ; 

Captain Hay's affidavit stated^ 
tliathe was Ihe son of a gentleman^ 
in the county of Wexford, in Ire- 
land J and in the year 1 7C}0, when 
he. was thirteen years of age, be 
wenjt abroad, and coiuinued absent 
for. five years, having been ho- 
noured wiUi an Ensigncy 5 that he^ 
was seilt in the expedition, com- 
manded by Sir Ralph Abercrombie, 
against St. Lucia. From the time 
he had first gone abroad, he had 
not been in Ireland, till the year 
179a, when he was there eight 
days, in order to recover some pro- 
perty devii^d to him by his father's 
wUl,. which' an ekler brotlier dis- 
puted with him. He returned 
again in Aprils 1798, and recovered 
his property. The Commander of- 
a Vplurtt^er Covps was h» curator. 

Q On 
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On tbe 26th of May, in' that 
year, the rebellion broke out in tbe 
county oi' Wexferd, and i^n that 
occasion lie took/evt»y opportunity 
ef employ' »ng hiip^lt' advantage- 
ously) in endeavourJng- to reclaim 
to tli'eir ^egiance as many of the 
ienant^ in that county as were c(ir- 
ri>pted and deluded, and in tmlning 
thcMe who werfe loyally disposed. 
By his exertions, about 240 per- 
sons took the oath of allegiance to 
Jris Majesty, and a great many 
stands of arms were delivered up, 
and many persons became faithilil 
' servants to the Crown. There 
were many instances in which he 
fought against the rebels ; and par- 
ticularly when they attacked the 
liouse of a Mr, Richards and his 
family, be assisted in rejielling them, 
when, the rebels fired upoti tlie loy- 
alists. At length it wa^ deter- 
mined to evacuate the town df 
Wexford, and soine of the army 
had to make their escape on board 
a ship, which was soon j^fterwards 
captured, and they were made pri- 
soners 5 and he, amongst others, 
^vas taken into the custody kif the 
rebels themselves, where he con- 
tmued for eleven days. Under 
these circumstances, he had* been 
represented as haying been m\ ac- 
tti-e commander in the rebel arm v. 
What gave rise to this, however, 
was, that he "was soon recognised 
by the i£bds as having been in tbe 
afn'iy, and they threatened to put 
hitn to death, unless he would join 
tben^ — they would put a spit to his 
throat; unless he put a sword at his 
side, and would act ' in conjunction 
with them. There was evidently 
ivo other alternative left for him 
Intt to dissemble, and appear to 
j6in them, imtil siich trme as he 
t^uld actunlly make his escape.— 
©uring the.tiuie of his remaining ' 
ift' c^iorl^t the Earl of Kingston 



was also made a prisoner. We ap- 
prised him (the Earl) of his inten- 
tion to escape, and told him, that if 
he got iway, he would give iutor*. 
mation to liis friends as to his sttu* 
ation. While he remained in cus- 
tody, so f^r from his being actually 
a zealous commander amongst the 
rebels, he was, on the contrary, an 
object of suspicion amongst them> 
and scarcely a day jiassed over with- 
out his being threatened. During 
his imprisonment, he repeatedly 
coijiversed with those loyalists ia 
whom be could confide bis real 
situation, in order that tjiey mi^ht 
be witnesses of his intentionfi. 

At length lie found his way to 
the out'ports, and having taken the 
green bough Ait of bis hat, he 
made off, but was fired after by se- 
veral of them. He immediatelv 
waited upon Lord T)Tone. at \Va- 
terford, and gave htm information 
concerning w^hat had happened to 
him, and also Brigadier-General 
Henniker, at CuUen- Bridge, and 
from tlieticd proceeded to Dublin 
Castle, where he gave infcnDdttui 
to Lord ' Castlereagh^ and called 
upon the late Marquis of E^', and 
also upon a Noble Lord, the bro- 
ther- In-law of the Kftrl, of Kingston, 
and inibrnied him of his Lordship's 
situation, and he took sudi otlier 
steps as were incumbent upon ' Jiim 
immediately after his being released 
fr^m liis confinement. In short, 
he siippresed no fact, and concealed . 
no circumstancfe, but remained in 
Dttblin, notwithstanding' these 
events, unaccnsed tmd unsuspected, 
for a considerable length of time. — 
At length, being informed that sus- 
picions had been confceiv^d aga]t>st 
him, he immediately waited upon 
Lord Lake,, who was then Cono- 
raatider in Chi^f in Iceland, ami 
entreated; that if he thdu^t tii^v 
was apy reatoiiftble cause for im- 

- peachini^v 
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leacbihg his character, he might 
le brought to trial by Court-Mar- 
ial. Lord Lake, solar frotn think- 
Og that his conduct was iaiproper 
Hi this occasion^ refused, this re- 
|ue^l:5 and told him be ix^as above 
m&picion. Fiiidiug these reports 
(till prevailing, however, be per-. 
Hsted iti being tried by a Court - 
Martial, an event whidi accordingfy 
Look place on tbe 23d July, 1798. 
The Co^irt was composed of gentle- 
men of the first respectability, and 
the President, I^ord Ancram. The 
:ri mc , w ith which • h e ^as charged 
ivas that of being in arms against 
lis Majesty. I'he Court was en- 
gaged eight days upon this enquiry, 
md Kuany witnesses were brought 
'or ward from Wexford. . Tl^e 
[^ocur't, after maturely and delibe- 
■ately considering the evidence, 
found that tbe charge of his having 
t>eea in arms agaiiift his Majesty 
was proved ^ but it evideiKly ap- 
pearing that the prisoner* s conduct 
[ud arisen from an arbitrary control 
iud compulsion^ the Court jdid 
unaniraoualy aqd hoiTourably ac- 
quit hitn. 

ItDuaedlately upon i^is return to 
Dublin, he waked upon iord C<^q- 
wallis, whq recpraiaended him tp 
I troap in the ^&th Dragoons, in 
which regioieot b^ served in that 
year, 179&, to their reduction in 
liJ02. Upon that eyent, he was 
agaiti appointed to a similar situa- 
tion in Uie 1 8th Light Dragoons, 
commanded by Colonel Stewart, 
the brother of Lord Castlereagh. 

During his oontineiiient with the 
rebels^ his house had been robbed 
by them, and he coi^equently 
made that claim for idemnitication, 
which l^e tllought he had a right to 
do, and received lOQt. from the 
Commissioners^ as the value of the 
articles tal^en out,. The Earl of 
|$^ing5t<j^,. upon bearing of his ap- 



. plicatioQj petitioned these Commis- 
sioners to have the matter tried at 
the Quarter SesAion»« at Wexford, 
althongh it was not easy to see how 
that Court of Quarter Sessions 
could have . any thing to do with 
such a question. He ap{>li£d to a 
Mr.'Burrough?, and aiiother Irish 
barrister, who, as bis Counsel, ad- - 
vised him not to submit to any such 
Jthing, and expressed their opinion 
that it was a cruel proceedings 
against him. At the same time the 
Chairniaa and Magistrates of thQ 
. Sessions reiused. to try tbe case, be- 
ing convinced that they hiad. no 
joriadiction to do 90« Captain Hay, 
however, expressed % wish to haiae 
the matter investigated in tbe Court 
ot £xcheqv»&i*, although the £arl of 
Kingston had represented him as 
having refused to have the matter 
tried by any CouJrt. 5'his, bow- 
ever, was e^s^reasly denied, by its 
having actually b9en investigated^ 
by the Court quashing the proceed-" 
ings, and expressing their detesta- 
tion at such/ a prosecution, and at 
the wasting of tbe public money, 
which had be^u for the purpose of 
making gcx>d tbe loss to loyalists ^ 
and also intimated in strong terms a 
ri^nsure of such cruelc proceedings- 
•against him. It farther appeared/ 
that tbe Karl of Kingston had takeh 
upon himself to band" a stafena^nt 
of these facts to his RoyalHighoess 
the Duke of York, and a reference 
being consoquently made to Mar- 
quis Cornwallis and Lord Castie- 
reagh, a correspondence v^ therc- 
^ by produced, in October, 1803> 
wbicb tended to shew that the cir- 
cumstances had proved so satisfac- 
tory tp Captain Hay's character and 
conduct, tiiat his Royal Highness 
was convinced that the charge was 
entirely unfounded/ This satis&c* 
tcH-y information was formaliy com-^ 
mauicated to Capt^ |{ay. Thin 
' Q. i ^ was 
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♦was four years after the Court Mar- 
tial, «nd no less than tiiree years 
.from the present time; , Loixl

jne^it of the facts, by observing, 
jthat it was of the utmost ioipprt- 
jBnce tliat the re<U circumstances of 
this Q»»e should he aiade known to 
ihe \v(>rkl, by being fully detailed 
/or their Lord&iiips' consideration 
<and judgnient. . He bad not kept 
back any thing that was of conse^ 
quence on either ^\de, and cu^er 
^his impression,, he hoped that 
their Lordships woukl site suificieiit 
cause to discharge this rule. 

Mr. Mairyatt followed on the 
same &ide> enlarging and furjLher 
illustrating tlie stateinent of hicts. 

TIk? Attorney General theu ad- 
dressed their X^ordships in snppoit 
of tlie rule, and particularly al- 
luded to one point Which was for- 
ci{>ly dwelt oil. by tl>e leained geo- 
tierpan who preceded him, namely, 
that this application was totally uu- 
" necessary, as the challenge in ques- 
tion had been given after. the Noble 
Earl had used certain eiLpressbn»» 
a^d the nopre eapeciaUy as Captaii) 
Hay had tgld him^ that he ))ad 
'^ ]0t hhn ia infancy, as he had 
jfovudhim, and that he had entkely 
idone Mrith him." Althougjl,) it had 
jbeeu s(a^d. that the hUng of an 
ln&riK)ation under such circum* 
.itance$, M'as not to be considered as 
ia o)at(e^ of course, and that it had 
beeil repeatedly refused by their 
'£Qrdshi}|s in cases of libels, where 
^t ^s {4)ewu that great provocation 
liad jbe^Q given, yet he hoped he 
could shew tq their Lordships, 
that, :n i^ae^i of challenges^ it had 
never be^ refused upon [any evU 
iienoe pf |>roTqcation. It- was for 
the ct>ere circuaastaace of giving 
tlie challenge that this pariicular 
iivpplicatibn had been made, and a 
vircuni^itance Avhich every affidarvit 
.beaded tp prove., and whicl\ the 
^efendoAt timsejf di4 pat &S^ to 



deny. He then took a short view 
of the facts, as detailed in the fore- 
going a^idavitsy andendesveured to 
shew, that the <lef«9dant^ in giving^ 
thk challenge to' the Noble £arl, 
bad acted with the ntitaost tlelibe- 
ration, and wtth an*avowed hoa- 
tility. He did not main to say, 
that the language used by the £arl 
of KingstoiT was pertfectly correct ; 
but it was snfiicient for him to 
prove that Cat>tain^ Hay had called 
upon that Noble Lord with an ex* 
]>ress intention of cliallenging him. 
The question was, how for had Cap- 
tain Hay taken the c«une of ju«v 
lice imo his own bands > Many of 
the facts, therelbrfe, which were 
stated tn Captain ^Hay's afitdavits, 
did not at all bear upon the circum- 
stances of this motion. . No in- 
stance having occurred whf re (he 
Court had refused an ini^^matkm 
■for a challenge, be hoped their 
Lordships would act lipcm siinikir 
principles ; and . how much soever 
the conduct of a prosecutor ill other 
•eases mighH tend to mitigate the 
offence, }'et it was entirely to lie 
ovei looked io cases of challen^^ingy 
especially when it was given with 
such deliberation, and at an iHiex* 
pected meeting. 

Mr. Garrow aod Mr. Knapp fol^ 
]owed on the same side. . 

Lord EUenborottgh then ob- 
served, that in this case it was evi- • 
dent the defendant certainly meant 
to do what he did ; that is, to chal- 
lenge the Earl of K'mg%ton. There' 
were certainly, howeyei", various 
circumstances to-be taken into con- 
sideration ; such as the imputation 
which the Earl of Kingston had 
cast upon the defendant, as to hi^ 
having been g«ihy of a swindling 
.transaction } and the gross language, 
.which he had used, as to the only 
person fit to deal with him being 
the hapgxnan. H>««lid adt wish it 
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to be iindcirstood, that it was a noU 
versa! or general rule for the Court 
to grant an mfonnation for a cha)^ 
lecge under all circumstances. Iiv 
t)ie caae of the King v. Hankey, 
the Court had expi*essly refused an 
inibrmatioii ^r sending a challenge 
to a p?rty who had himself evinced 
a disposition to send one. There 
might be circumstances of irritation 
that nsught justify the Court in. re- 
fusing an infoniaation ; but in these 
cases the law was left open to the 
|iarty who conceived himself ag- 
grieved or in danger, such as ex- 
hibiting articles of the peace. 

His Lordship then took a con- 
cise view of the leading features of 
the case^ and shewed that the pro- 
vocation which the defendant had 
received from tlie prosecutor, was 
enormous^ and more than human 
passbpH could endure. Here was 
a gentiemaa who had gone to Ire- 
land to visit his estate, at a time im- 
inediately preceding the calamitous 
rebellion in Ireland, to a place 
where it rasfed with the greatest 
violence. He Was taken prisoner 
by the rebels, and resided w^ith 
them for eleven days. He was ap- 
palled,'- probably with the honld 
spectacles to which he was witness; 
and who, he asked — who would 
;iot be ^ipalled, who knew of the 
dreadful circumstances which took 
place at Wexford Bridge, where 
people were suspended upon pikes, 
and precipitated- over the bridge, in 
the most cruel, savage, and barbar- 
ous manner? Even these; it niight 
-be sfiidy were not moments in which 
a man ought to lose his (irmuess> 
and, by his conduct, iknd even an . 
apparent: contformity to such an 
outrageous rebellion. But it would 
l:)e apply i^ rather too severe a rule* 
to tl)e infirmity of our nature, to; 
suppose, that a> oian with aspjt held- 
\^ii}X tbiv^t^ should tiot sti^> 



sword to bfe' girt to his side, to pre-i 
vent such an unlawful mode of dis«> 
soiutiou. This, however, was the* ^ 
state of the case, as it appeared to 
have oome out before the Couiit' 
Martial, who s^t eight days, and 
the result of their investigartion was,' 
that the fact as to his bearing the* 
insignia of rebellioa had been prov-* 
ed, but being- evidently an arbi-- 
trary compulsion, they dismissed 
the inquiry, and honourably ac- 
quitted him. — It behoved every 
person of common candour to make 
that allowance fcnr Captain Hay*ii 
conduct, at the time when he vfas* 
placed in such an awful predica- 
ment, which his brother officers 
had thought fit to make for him. 
However, it did appear that the 
Earl of Kingston, the prosecutor, 
in the full knowledge, not only of 
that circumstance, but after having 
had communicated to him the p\ir- 
poses of the defendant, trhouid he 
iTKike his escape, and statfng to hin» 
that in case he should fall a sacri- 
fice in making his escape he was 
ncjt a rebel iri heart, and after know- 
ing that he had gone to Lord 
Mount-Cashel, his brotlier-in-law,' 
aiKl stated the circumstances of hi* 
situation, it would be too much 
indeed to f:nd him, not withstand- ; 
ing all this previous knowledge,, 
going on for a period of years. In- 
dulging himself in the'grossest in- 
vective; and calling his former 
friend a traitor and rebel It wias 
surely too much to f\|id him saying 
that he would- prosecute Captain 
Hay to the utmost extent of \\\n 
life and fortune 5 and that altlwugbf 
h§ would pQt condescend to meet 
him, he was ready to xpeet any 
person whom tie diose to send to- 
him. it w^ tstrange to find the 
Earl of Kingston «aying that he 
would inot imbrue his hands in 'lha[ 
bloodof ajrebdi^ ^ret thar he vrauld

Thes^ were the circamstances

«ireurastanc;es« it surely was evU- 
dent that this person had been galled 
to liiadness by the provocation he 
liad received" from the party who 
was iio\V cairmgfor an information. 
It did not appear, and he hope^ the 
probability did uiot exist, that any ' 
xordier dangerous or fatal conse-^ 
quences were to ensue from this 
unhappy difference ^ the very last 
'vords of Captain Hay having been> 
*' ihat he had found .the prosecutor 
in infamy* \f b^e he left him> and 
that b^ bad done with him.*' 

Upon tbe whole, this case dis- 
played facts so much exceeding the 
ordinary bearing of human pru- 
dence, that it could riot be said the 
prosecutor had ^corne into Court 
with dean hands> but had been 
himself an nggressor, in having 
given an extraordinary degree of 
provocation. His tiordship con- 
duced Widi saying, that in iiis 
opinion the rule ought to be dis- 
charged without cents .5 and with 
this seiitinieot the other Judges 
mvited.

CROOK AGAINST FEVERS. 

rpHE plaintiff was an attorney, 
the defendant a horse-dealer. 
The action was for the ' price paid 
for a horse, which the plaintiff 
afterwards returned. 

Mr. Serjeant Shepber<f stated, 
that his client, Mr. Crook, ha(} 
bought a horse, upon trial, from 
the deien(Jant 3 but, with an im- 
prudeDce that he would advise 
other people not to practice, he 
paid the price of the horse, 2il. 
before he agreed to the absolute 
purchase. The trial of the horse . 
was by no means limited to a single 
day. . It was wanted for a gig, and . 
was therefore warranted, not only 
sound, but remarkably quiet. The 
plaintiff, however, not finding that 
It possessed all those perfections, 
returned the horse, and wanted 
another that would suit him. The 
4iffkii^smt took the horse^ and seat 



him another; and said, that if that 
did not suit him, he would sooa 
have such a number^f horses that 
he must be able to accommodate 
him. The plaintiff, however, not 
liking that second horse, returned 
it, and demanded, according to his 
bargain), the sum ^thich he had 
paid^for the first Imrse. The de- 
fendaut not only refilled to do this, 
but sent him in a chai'ge for the 
hire of the horses, equal to, 'what 
l^e had charged before as the prices 
of the horse. He had in the pre- 
sent action attempted to set off this 
hire against the whole price of the 
horse. 

Thomas Malin, an ostler to the 
defendant, was called on to prov.e 
this case. He ap|>eared, as might 
be expected, a very unwilling wit- 
ness for the plaintiff. His evi- 
dence wa?, that the horse was 
bought in July, and the draft for 
tiie payment was given to him, 
as his master was then out of town.- 
In September, the plaintiff, when 
he returned the hoise, desired hiai 
to tell his master to sell it. The 
roaster, consequently, sent it- to ao. 
auction, where it was sold for 13 1* 

As to the second hor»e> it was re- 
turned 
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turned in the most wretched con- 
dition, not a bit better than the 
worst hackney coach -horse that is 
to be 8?en. 

- As tliis witness appeared to re- 
member very well every thing that 
' could inake tor bis master's case, 
and did not remember at all the 
dates or circnmstaaces which could 
n^ake tlie other way, he was exa- 
miiied jwrticnlariy^ as to the time 
of the sale by !he Counsel for the 
plaintiff, who held in his hand the 
draft which wiiS pdidas ^urehase- 
money. 

Mr. Serjeant B^st on the part of 
the defendant, contended, that it 
waii not fair for the Counsel for the 
pbiniitF to cross-examine their own 
witness in this manner, and to en- 
deavour to entrap him into an an- 
swer contrary to the written docu- 
ment in their hands. 

Sir J. Mansfield;—^" And why 
not. Brother Best ? Is it not . the 
imiversal practice of mt Uar to en- 
tiap an adverse witness a^ much as 
they can. 1 am sure I myself have 
had considerable' practice at Nisi 
Prins;, and I always thought it per- 
fectly tair. — [i*his produced a \^y 
general laugh in the Court.}-:— We 
~ail see what kind of a witness this 
is, and Counsel are in the right to 
get the truth from him if tliey 
can.*' 

The next e\^idence whtch wto ' 
|)rdduced was the draft which was 
given to the ostler in payriient for 
the horse. It was a draft upon the 
BanTc of England, and mentioned, 
•* for a liorse, which was to be re- 
turned if not approved of."— It np- 
penred, hrowever, that tbo bstfer 
who took- the difaft could not read. 

Mr. Serjeant B^t. oii the part 
of ilte'defendant, said; that it would - 
not require many minutes to dis- 
pose of this* cause. The plaint rfF> 
who was an attorney, wasiiju^ arory » 



likely person to be guilty of tlie 
imprudence stated by his learned 
friend, of paying for a horse that 
he did not mean to purchase. It 
appeared on the contrary, that, in 
the present case, he wanted to have 
the use of a horse for a long time, 
without paying any thing at all. — 
The first horse, that tvas chosen in 
July, was not returned till Septem- 
ber, and therefore, it seems, he 
calculated on getting for nothing 
the use of a horse to drive him all 
the Slimmer about iiis residence at 
£)nfield. The second horse he kept 
for five months, and for the use of 
that horse also he refused to pay. 
The manner in which the defend- 
ent had calculated the set-off was, 
that he thought 3s. a day a reason- 
able sum to charge for the hire of 
those horses. — Convince as he was 
that the Jury would be of the same 
opinion, he thought this attorney 
shewed a very bad taste in choosing 
to make himself plaintiff in such 
an actio»f 

5ir J. Mansfield tdd the Jurjs 
that as to the second hoi^, as there 
had been no attempt to prove any. 
agreement with Tespect ,to that, ihe 
defendant must be allowed to set 
oiF^a reasonable charge for the hire 
against the plaintiff's demand. — 
This-, calculated at 3s. a day, would 
amount to 231. 14s. — The only 
point, then, which remained for 
their consideration was, whether by 
the contract it?elf as to the first horse, 
it must not be understood that the 
time for trial miist be a reasonable 
one, and whether it was reasonjjble 
to keep the horse six weeks, du- 
ring the summer, and then return 
him? If tliey , thought that the 
contract itself implied that the 
horse should only be kept a rea- 
sonable time -On trial, and that this 
time was unreasonable, they must 
also give such allowance as to them

The learned Judge intinnated his 
opinion, while the piosecutrix's 
witnesses were under examination, 
that there \vai not the slightest 
pretence for the prosecution ; but 
the Attorney General requested it 
might proceed, in order that he 
might have an opportunity of do- 
ing justice to the injured character 
of Mr. Graham, than whom there 
WHS not a more honourable man in 
the profession. He added, that 
although there were innumerable 
objections On the face of the in- 
dictment, he should not take the 
advantage of one of them. 

Mr. PlQwden> the Barrister, was 
examined on the part of the prose- 
cutrix, and upon his cross-exami- 
palion he admitted, that he had 
himself drawn the draft of the in- 
iiictment, and had gone before the 
Grand Jury as a witness to get it 
found, imd that the attorney con- 
cerned had been his clerk.' He 
had advised tlie measure, because 
he bad seen no account of the 
sums stated in tHe banking-book 
to have been received by the de- 
fendant. He had heard that Mrs, 
Atkyns had, after her husband's 
ideath, delivered a large quantity of 
papers to a relation, but he had 
never enquired whether among 
those papers there was any' thing 
•which would have explained how 
Mr, Graham had accounted ibr the 
rtioneyi He admitted also that he 
had had in his possession, before 
he prefttrfed the indictment, the 
dccoutit which shewed that Mr. 
Grali'^m bad accounted for the last 



three sums mentioned in the in- 
dictment. 

/ Mrs. Atkyns was also examined f 
but she merely stated that she had 
entrusted her affairs to Mr. Plow^ 
den,, and had acted by his advice. 

Sir Vicary Gibbs said, that it was 
neither his duty, nor province, nor 
inclination, to observe on the prb- 
priety or impropriety of any geia- 
tleman*8 conduct. Mr. Piowdeh 
was at liberty to act as he pleased ; 
biu he thought it a duty he owed 
the profession to state publicly, 
that it was not common for gen- 
tlemen so to mix tliemselves wrth> 
their clients* concerns as he had 
done. It wa3 not common for a 
barrister, after he had draws an- 
indictment, to go before the Grand 
Jury as a witness in support of it j 
neither was it common for a bar-» 
rjster to act the part of an at- 
torney, as Mr. Plowden had done ; 
on the contrary, the duties of a 
barrister and an attorney were kept 
separate. He then- went into the 
general defence of his client, in the 
course of which he made it evident, 
that there was not the smallest 
ground for the prosecution 5 but he 
Interred, in the most pointed terms, 
that Mr. Howden knew Mr;. Gra- 
ham had fully accotinted with Mr. 
Atkyns, and that he was actuated 
by an intention to intimidate Mr. 
Graham into a compliance with 
certain propositions. The Attor- 
ney General characterised the pro- 
secution as peculkirly scandalous^ 
Mr. Graham liaving for tliirty 
years done every thing to promote 
the interest of Mr. and Mrs. At- 
kyns, and havihg in fact been the 
means of continuing them in the 
enjoyment of their estate. The 
charge, he snid, was as groundless 
as malice could riiake it. He had 
never entertained a doubt a« to the 
'rc&nlt^ but he was not atixiou^ about 
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ail acqaUlal-^iif that be was cer- 
tain. His object was to place bis 
client fair before tbe world, as be 
deserved to stiind. He was per- 
suaded that no man ever went 
dearer out of a Court of Justice 
than Mr. Graham woukli by the 
verdict of the Jury upon this oc- 
casion. He then commented very 
strongly on the accuracy of Mr. 
Grraham^s aKrcounts with tbe late 
' Mr. Atkyns, and of his friendship 
and kindness to him ; and the At- 
torney Genera] was astonished that 
any man or child could have possi- 
bly imagined that the sums stated *' 
in the indictment could belong to 
the trust account. He was pro- 
ipeeding to call witnesses, when 

XiOrd Ellenborougb, addressing 
himself to Mr. Garrow, stated, that 
if he tliottgbt bis time could be pro- 
fitably occupied, in addressing the 
Jury, hp would willingly hear him : 
bat, having seen the accounts, and 
what they contained, he was con- 
vinced that no two persons in Court 
could entertain two opinions upon 
the matter. He had interposed 
less in this cause than he otherwise 
would have done, in consequence 
of the great importance of the en- 
quiry to the defendant 5 but he 
considered, that to proceed farther 
in this cause' would now be an un- 
necessary waste of time. 

Mr. Garrow said, that if, after the 
cause had proceeded so far, he had 
not received impressions similar to 
those of his Lordship, he should 
think he ought to retire from his 
pfofessional duty on the ground of. 
incapacity : with the impression he 
entertained, he was convinced, that 
B? he virere to address the jury with 
a view to any different result than 
that (]£ tlie acquittal of ,the defen- 
dant, he should exhibit only his 
^vwn vanity and arrogance. He 
flhould regret to make any address

that should by possibility have the 
effect of throwing the slightest stala 
on the character of Mr. Gral^am. 
• Lord Ellenborough observed, 
that the learned Counsel' for the 
prosecutrix had behaved very can- 
didly and honourably. He had dis- 
charged his duty to his client, in 
seeing the case made out to the ex- 
tent of the niaterials. His Lord- 
ship then censured with severe 
language those who advised this 
prosecution, and observed, that if 
common pains had b^eii taken to 
investigate the accounts, it would 
have appeared clear that Mr. Gra- 
ham had conducted himself with ' 
honour and Integrity, and with the 
greatest and most successful atten- ' 
tion to the affairs and interest of 
Mr., and Mrs. Atkyns. He, con- 
ceived it unnecessary to detain the 
jury, but should dismiss the case 

Sith this observation, that Mr. 
raham had been most hardly treat* 
ed. 

The jury, without van instant's 
hesitation,, pronounced a verdict of 
acquittal. '

Feeling that the impression whick 
must be made on the readers of 
your report of the proceedings in 
the KiNQ V. Graham materially 
affects my professional character, I 
trust that candour to the public, and 
justice to the individual, will allow 
me, through the same channel, to 
endeavour to counteract' that im- 
pression, by referring to, some fects 
proved in Court, which do not dis« 
tinctly appear in your report. I did 
advise a suit in Chancery against 
the defendant : but it was In the na« 
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tv^ie of a cross bill, after an epa^argo. 
had hepx^ laid upoa the rents oi the 
proi>ecutri^> and two actions at law , 
had been ,commeuced ssgmn^ . her. 
Although her attorney, as ladniit-. 
ted in Court, had been eight or 
nine years ago iny clerk, yet it was 

^ not proved in Courts that I directly . 
or indirectly recommended him (for 
I never did). It was acUnitted by 
nae in Court,, that I went before the 
grand jury to support the indict- 
.juent, bnt it was also sworn, that I 
Ayent merely to produce the f<iur 
original documents which had been 
confided to me, with a mast solemn 
injunction from th^ prosecutrix not 
to permit them, on any occasion 
whatever, to go out of my posses- 
sion for a single moment. I ad- 
mitted in Court, that I was of opi- 

' nion, that an indict mifint for the de- 
fendant holding back {he receipt 
dnd application of the sums, in his 
answer, would lie j but it was not 
proved in Court, as it is natural 
from )'our report to infer, tliat I 
recoiu mended, much less urged 
that measure ; for, as the tact is, 
the prosecutrix explicitly swore In 
Court, that she made up her own 
mind to adopt that measure, which 
when I had been informed of by 
her, and knowij^ tnofe of the cir- 
cumstances than- any- other person, 
drew up tBe substance of an indict-

feel jmyselt at liberty to counter- 
act the injury which your report of 
the proceedings in Court may do. 
roe in this, regard, and state what 
the fact is, although it were.iU3tdis-' 
tinctly brought befo*-^ the Court. 
When the prosecutrix first applied 
to me (which was in the beginning . 
of the year 1505> on her soil's 
de*)th, as- 1 swore in Court, ami not 
on the death of her husband, -in ' 
1794, as is incorrectly stated in* 
your report) for my advice on her 
rights* under her soi\s will, she 
desired, me, if possible, to save h«r 
from the . expences of an attorney* . 
I. told Iter, that whatever at that » 
time was the ofHcQ pf an attorney > 
to ppi-form, might be done by Mr. 
Graham, who bad always acted in.

I scrupulously forbear referring t6 
0ay matter that can affect the pend- 
ing suit in Chancery ; but in order 
tb repel the imputation of not hav- 
ing used due diligence in investiga- 
ting the accounts of the defendant 
with the late Mr. Atkyns, it is a 
' fact^ that in the interview which I 
swore to have had with Mr. Gra- 
ham, (and in which he made no 
6Ser to shew me any other ac- 
eouots) I did produce to him the 
§oux vouchers, which proved hid 
receipt of the several sums, which 
I concluded he must have forgotten 
in hh answer, and intreated him, 
for his own sake, and of my client, 
to ex|^ain^ account for, and settler 
that omission. This fact was not 
apecificaily produced in evidence ; 
but I have Mr.*Grahara*s written 
thanks *' for my great kindness and 
attentUm to him in this regard." 

Without any disposition to break 
in upon the defendant's enjoyment 
of a most honourable acquittal by 
the verdict of bis coiintrynien, I 
merely wfsh that these' facts may be 
truly known to the public, as they 
afiect the professional conduct and

American Duellik^.— In our 
last Number, we inserted the ac- 
count of an extraordinary duel, 
which happened at Norfolk, in 
Virginia, on the 23d of last Sep- 
tember, between Captain Gordon, 
of the Chesapeake, ai>d Dr. Starke, 
in which Lieutenant Crane, second 
to the former, shot Dr. S. through 
the arm, for an alledged violation 
of the prescribed laws of that duel. 

On the subject of duelling, much 
has been advanced in favour of,, 
and in opposition to, the practice. 
The moralist urges truly, that its 
indulgence is a direct infraction of 
one of the divine behests in holy 
writ, which commands us to for- 
give our enemies. But, alas ! the 
bad passions are too governing in 
the human breast to admit of a due 
obedience to this beautiful principle 
in religion. Yet ^duels, like na- 
tional warfare, lose much of their 
deplorable character, when softened 
down by the exercise Of a liberal 
humanity, in extreme c^ses, to 
each other : but this Trans-Atlantic 
contest certainly does not partake 
of that mild complexion ; and we 
have heard of nothing, in modern 
times, so personally barbarous in 
its features. When the Difke of 
Hamilton fought Lord Mohun, 
both parties fell j but the obliga- 
tions of a polite honour were not 
openly infringed by their seconds, 
and, in the fall of the principals, 
tiie affair terminated, which is not 
likely to be the issue in this hovel 
combat, as all the parties^ will l>e 
probably re-engaged in conflict^ 
wtien Dr. Starke recovers from his 
wound. * '

States 
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St^es of America, than in all Ea- 
rppe J and those duels are very ge- 
nerally of a decided and sanguinary 
nature. . They have not yet vac- 
quired the harmless practice .of 

, iigliting merely for notoriety, as is 
so frequently done at our watering 
places, where the bloodless drama 
is thus arranged : — A. is to give a 
personal affront to B. who imme- 
diately sends a challenge by C. 
which is accepted, and the ifleal 
aggressor goes to the field, accom- 
panied by D. The ground is 

. measured, and the heroes fire, yet, 
luckily, none of the party are in 
danger except the seconds, who, 
to avoid mischief, generally take 
their station in the rear of the prin- 
cipals. After this, an explanation 
takes place, in which a few ifs and 
i'uts qualify the difference. TJie 
seconds sign the report, the alTliir 
is made as public as possible, and 
the unscratched duellists are chro- 
nicled as men of honour and spirit 
ever after ! 

We do not think any of the re-

> taken place near tlte metropolis de- 
serve to be recorded, any more 
than the particulars of duels />r(?- 
ventedy which would most likely 
hav^ terminated in quite as harm- 
less a way as those which actually 
did take place.

.T lEUtENANT Fairftan pef- 
formed his long-expected matcH 
to Harrow and back, being upward;* 
of twenty miles, in three hours, on 
the very worst road all round Lon- - 
don, on Tuesday, the )2th instant.

closures of the dear me I and tless 
me ! kind ; and other little rum-- 
plmgs and rumpusses, which have 
a tendency to draw people's atten- 
tion, jind make one he talked of. It 
is plaki that, for want of a due ma- 
nagement of tlie tonish scream, 
some peq>le have lost their lives, 
and others their limbs, which is 
not a very pleasant circumstance, 
Bad however we may speculate on 
.such matters, there is really na af- 
fectation, and nothing graceful in 
dislocations, or compound fractures. 
How horrid, Mr. £ditor, to think ! 
instead of a gay Colonel, or a dozen 
of Bond-street beaux, hanging over 
one with hartshorn, eau»de4ucQ^ 
and burnt feathers — to have a filthy- 
Coroner, and his dozen of jury- 
men, pawing one about, nobody 
knows where, to find out a verdict ! 
X would therefore. Sir, recom- 
,n)end it to those Governesses who 
leach frights by the quarter^ to 
consider whether it may not be 
possible to reduce the science of 
jscreaming to some decent regula- 
tions : for example^ to teach their 
pupils that an ear^wig may be 
Killed without ringing the family 
tocsin, and that a mtmse may be 
' caught without a posse-comitatus 
' of ushers^ t^achers^ tiuoes, and ser- 



vants roused fi%>m tlielr four-pair- 
of-siairs beds, and- armed with £at 
candlesticks, pokei^, and pewier 
p^.

Respecting this formidable ani- 
;tnal, the following particulars are 
detailed .: — ^' Th? opinion enter- 
tained that a tiger will not at any 
time approach fire, is carried mucfi 
too far J it is true that they are exr 
tremely averse to itj but wheii 
hungry, nothing will deter them 
from their objtjct. The posts 
throughout India travel' on foot, 
one man carrying the mail over his 
shoulder, and^accompanied at night, 
as also through all suspicious plact^s 
in the day time, by one or more 
with small drums, and eventually 
a teereudaur, or archer. Yet this 
precaution does not suffice tp inti- 
midate the ravenous animal duHng 
the day, however great his antipa- 
thy to noise, any more than two 
stroiig flambeaus which the post- 
man has at night. * I recollect an 
instance of a tiger occupying a spot 
in Goomcah pass for near a fort- 
night, during which time he daily 
carried avvay .a man j generally one 
of the dawk, or postmen. At oi>e 
time, he was disappointed of his 
meal, ^s he by mistake carried oft 
the leathern bag instead of its bear- 
er : biit the following night , h^ 
seized one of the torch men, and 
soon disappeai^ed with him,** 

By an anecdote which succeeds, 
we are led to infer that the human 
inhabitants are at times scf^rcely 
less ferocious than the savage ani- 
mals ; since they will murder with 
as little compunction, .though t^ey 
ido not rbaTi6 a meal of. the carcase.

elephants into a Keddah," —: De- 
coy elephants catchiug a male;''-^. ". 

Decoy elephants leavings .the 
male fastened to a tree," — and '* 4- 
rhinoceros hunted by elephants.^' 
The Keddah is a strong inclosurp 
or trop,. i^ito which., herds of wild 
elephants are, driven, and in whigji 
they are kept till they becomi^ 
tame. Of the other mode qi' s^ 
curing these animals by npeans qf 
koomhies, or females who volunt^ 
rily assist* in decoying the males, ;a 
Tull account is given. Numerous 
anecdotes attest the .tractajbility ojf , 
the elephant ; but every reader wii - 
join with the present writer i^ 
opinion, that the rhinocerps j^ *^ an 
animal by no means lit to be mad^ 
apeir ^ . ' .... " " '. 

The tiger is the subject o£ eleven 
plates, (from No. 12 to ^2, inclu^ 
sive) the titles of which are — *' ^. 
tiger prowling through a village"— 
'* Shooting a tiger from a plat* 
form"—'* A tiger seizing a bul^l^ 
in a pajjs"— Driving, a tiger, out qf 
a jungle" — '' Chasing a tige^

prdved in some parts of Bengal, 
that \Atgs tracts of coontry, in a 
manner depopulated bv tberr ra- 
vages, or bf the apprenensions to 
Vrhich tfie proximity of such a 
scourge naturally itaust give birtb, 
have by persevering exertion been 
"fireed from their devastations ; anci 
in Iteti of being over-run with lon^ 
gr^s and brambles, have becbme 
tefnarkable for tbe state of culti- 
vation to which they have been 
'brought/* 

Cossimbaz^r Island is reported 
io have been nearly cleared of this 
animal by an athletic German, six 
ll^t two inches high, named Paul ; 
who, leaving ' hog-hunting to 
1^ys,V as he expressed himself, 
tlelighted in encountering the tiger, 
and " would set off thirty or forty 
tnilesi with as many elephants, on 
liearing of a tiger having commit- 
ted depredations." 

It is well known that this ani- 
IhiaPs fore-paw is the invariable 
togine of destruction; and that. 
By the weight and force of this 
iimb, bullocks and buffaloes are 
stunned, and even the bones of the 
skull crushed, y I have seen (says 
thi^ author) many men and oxen 
ihat have been killed by tigers, in 
ft^ost of which no mark of a claw 
<^ould be seen.*' 

In tiger-hunting, a number ,of 
i»rell-sized and well-trained ele- 
phants ofe necessary; and the 
thode iti which these pondi^rous 
creatuirles are employed in this di- 
tersk}h, may be seen in the view 
of 9 tiger driven out of a jungle. 

The plate of the dead tiger re- 
presents him transfixed by the tuskd 
of all' elephant ; and we are told 
that "^ The common njiethod of 
training an elephant to attack tigers 
h with a stuffed skin, which being 
laid in liis wajr, as he proceeds 
through a grass jungle/ at fim osnd* 



ly excites some alarm ; but the ele- 
phant speedily becomes reconciled 
to the object, and, after a few trials^ 
tnay be brought not only to view 
it with indifference, but to put his 
foot on the supposed carcase, roll- 
ing it backwards and fbrwaids, as 
it were for amusiement, and occa- 
sionally bearing his whole weight 
thereon. When sufficiently re- 
conciled to tbe complexion and feel 
of the fictitious enemy, the ele- 
phant is taught to receive it on his 
teeth, when thrown towards his 
head by one or two men. After 
this he is mad6 to kill, and press 
bis teeth through the stuffing, so as 
to fix it to the ground. During 
all these pa^*ts df the tuition, the 
mohout, or driver, uses every sooth- 
ing means, caressing the elephant^ 
and supplying liim liberally with 
such dainties as he seems to pre- 
fer: thus not only rendering him 
sensible of the advantages atten- 
dant on his accjuiescence and doci- 
lity of disposition, but creating a 
regard for his keeper, which in the 
sequel is oft^ found to contribute 
much to his safety.** — It is added, 
however, that this process will not 
alv^ays succeed. 

A caution is given to the oriental 
shooter to avoid those covers which^ 
m the sporting term, appear *' ra- 
ther tigerish/' and as a general 
direction, it is remarked that^ 
** wherever peacocks and spotted 
• deer Abound, the tiger will general- 
ly be a visitor ; and that the bor- 
ders of jungles containing such 
game are highly dangerous," as 
the writer proceeds to evince on his 
own experience ? but the incident 
(6 too Jong to be transcribed. 

Captain Williamson, for weapi*' 
{H'ehend that he must be cpnsidered 
as the author who is speaking, sup- 
poses that some persons who hav^ 
pas^d a considerable part pf their 

lives 
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lives Hk fieiig^l witl question the 
/set of tigf Fs being Mpnted by wild 
dogs^ but he pledges himself to 
tl)e accuracy of the report, aod ob« 
serves that gentlemen who have 
been resident on the Western fron- 
tiers, froip Midnappre to Chantar, 
will acknowledge the validity of hi« 
assertion. The Dhole, or wild dog, 
emploj'od in this chase, ia about 
the size of a small greyhound, hav- 
ing a brilliant eye, with a slender, 
cieep-cbested body, and of a rich 
bay colour. He runs mute, ex- 
cepting that now and then he ut- 
ters a whimperinjg kind of note, 
similar to that which is expressed 
by a dog in the moment of an- 
xiety. Notwithstanding the iai-^ 
mense powers and activity of tigers, 
i^ is asserted that not even the 
ifirgest and 6ercest of thep ca4i hold 
out against the dholes. We. are 
^ven hafonned of one it^stanoe in 
vhich a single dog belonging to 
4heautbcr sprang ata4iger; and of 
anothfer in which *' fivieor six spa- 
niels did not hesitate to attack a 
iiger which they accidentally eur 
pounteredj and though one or two 
ielt the force of his paws, th^ 
jDthets 80 completely annoyed him, 
^nd cemained stauiKh, as to be the 
means of his destruction." 

As a fipale to th.e chapters which 
follow in sequence on the tiger, we 
jiiK tokl that '' It is usual to place a 
^mall white triangular 6ag (in the 

tlate, the flag is red,) £xed to a 
amboo staiF, of ten or twelve feet 
Jong, at the place where a tiger 
has destroyed a mao* It is com- 
mon for the passengers, also, each 
jto throw a stone, or brick, near 
she spot, tq that in the course of a 
little time, a pile equal to a good 
waggq»n load is . collected.

Tree.*' This animal has been 
known to 'ascend trees when he. iii 
pursued, for which reason he 10 
called, in some parts of Indi^ 
Lackree baug, or the Tree-tiger. 
In his dispositions and habits; he 
is reported to be more similar to 
the cat than even the royal tiger; 
and to be more shy, subtle, and 
ravenous, than any oth^r of the 
feline species. A singular ^necdota 
of an encounter between a British 
officer and a leopard, is relate at 

To the buffalo two plates are as- 
signed, (24. arid 25.) intitled ''Ex- 
hibition of a battle biitween a BuS^ 
ialo and a Tiger," and •' Hunting 
an old Buffalo." In illustnltion <3 
these pepretentatious, the author in*

They are 
also found; bm not so plentiful, on 
the Morvan hills, so celebrated in 
the sublime songs of Ossian. In- 
stances tnay be' produced, to shew 
that this bird has beeti fpund in 
Westmoreland, ahd on the moun* 
tains about' the Lakesj bttt being 
by nature particularly shy, and of 
course difficult to cotpe at, the 
Sportsman, in the pursuit, finds as 
little profit as pleasure: The Ptar- 
naigan is a most delicious dainty ; 
its iiesh has a' rich" flavour, which 
Tfo other game bird (if we may credit 
the epicure) possesses. , 

III Norway, the Ptarmigan is in 
colour like* the sAow, and most 
difficult • to distinguish : in Scot-

USE AN]> ABUSE OF HORSES. 



'T'HE horsie, in every part of the 
liqiVerse where it is known, 
has been duly considered as one of 
the a^ost useful a.niinals J hat Provi- 
dence has ordained to assist nion* 
in the useful purposes of human 
socidty. Whenever this noble ani- 
mal is maltreated, it is a sufficient 
indication of the barbarism of the. 
inhabitants, if they do pot take 
measui*es to couiiteract the coward^ 
ly cruelty : for what species of ac- 
tion can be more despicable, than 
to exercise the harshness of our 
disposition upon a generous crea- 
ture, who is always I'eady to ai^ist 
our wants, and w1m>- is incapable of 
resisting the inflictions of a brutal 
spirit, or reporting the saVage pro- 
cess of his unfeeling tyrant ! 

It is well knowu thiat the Arab 
tribes, however untutored and wild 
in other respects, never use their 
horses unkindly : they properly 
and naturally consider them as their 
best animal friendsy and possess • a 
sympathy towards them which to- 
tally disarms their nature of those 
unfeeling propensities, which so 
frequently degrade the Chrislian 
character' in Europe! — ^The bene- 
volent author of " The Studies of 
Nature,*' relates the following anec- 
dote :* " Tlxe whole stock of a poor 
4jabi|m of th*e desert, consisted of

jsi -beautiful mare: this the FtenA 
Consul^ as ^id, offered to purchase^ 
with an intention to send her to 
Louis the Fourteenth. The Arab, 
pressed by w^nt, hesitated a long 
time, but at length consented^ on 
condition of receiving a very con- 
siderable sum of money, which he 
named. The Consul wrote to 
France for permission to close the 
bargain, and having obtained it, 
sent immediately to the Arab the 
information. The man, so poor 
as to possess only a miserable rag 
as a covering for his baiy, arrived 
with his magnificent courser. He 
dismduntedi and looking first at the 
gold, and then stedfastly at his 
niare, heaved a deep sigh — "To 
whonris it,*' he exclaimed, " that 
I am going to yield thee up ? to 
Europeans ! who will tie thee 
close, who will beat thee, who will 
render thee miserable ! return with 
me, my beauty, my jewel ! and re- 
joice the hearts of ray children i" 
As he pronounced the last words, 
he sprang upon her back, and wa9 
out of sight almost in a moment. 

What an amiable and affecting 
^sensibility in a man, who, in the 
midst of distress, could prefer alt 
the disasters attendant on poverty, 
rather than surrender the anim^ 
that he had long fostered in his 
tent, .and had been, as it were, the 
child of his bosom, to what he 
supposed, Inevitable, slavery! and 
xtusery! The temptation even of, 
riches, and an effectual relief from 
|K>verty, had not sufEcient allure-r 
ments to induce him to so cruel an 
act, as he deemed it, of resigning^ 
his useful animal friend, to the. pro-' 
bable chances o{ a course of barba- 
rous usage. 

Though endowed with vast 
strength and great powei:s, such is 
ttie disposition of the horse, th^t it 
rarely exerts either to its mgstef^s. 



prejudice: on the contrary, it will 
endure fatigues, even to dt^th, for 
our advantage. Providence seems 
to have Implanted in him a bene* 
volent disposition, and a fear of the 
human race, with, at thesame^ooe, 
a certain consciojusness of the sei> 
vices we can render him. W# 
have, however, one inst^ince of re- 
collection of injury, and an attempt 
to avenge it. This Is inserted tii a 
work of D. Kolle, Esq. of Torring- 
ton, in Devonshire. — A Baronet, 
one of whose hunters had never 
tired in the longest chase, once 
encouraged the cruel thought of 
attempting completely to fatigue 
him : after a long chase, therefore, 
he dined, and again mounting, rode 
him furiously among the hills. 
When brought to the stable, hit 
strength appeared exhausted, and 
he was scarcely able to walk. The 
groom, possessed of more feeling 
than his brutal master, coilld not 
refrain from tears at the sight of so 
noble aq animal tlius sunk down. 
The Baronet some time after en- 
tered thest^le, and the horse made 
a furious spring i^pon him, afid» 
bad not the groom interfered, 
ViToaM soon have put it out of hii 
power of ever again misusing hb 
animals^ 

There is a sporting anecdote, oa 
record, which savours more of 
critejty. than policy : a gentleman 
(if such a person deserves that title) 
had. engaged to run his horse 
against another for a considerable 
sum. The challenge was public, 
and signified that the. possessor pf^a 
gelding would rup his beast against; 
a|iy other of the. same description^ > 
for a cqQiiderable sum,, beitig per- 
suaded, that uo knpwn Redding ia 
Sngladd was able to cope with 
his :— The person alluded to had^ 
st^llipn of matchless spirit and speedy 

very 
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very large som : whjpn tfa« time for 
startiog bad arrived, be ordered the 
noble aaimal to be produced, and 
savagely commanded that his geni-' 
tals shopld be cut away, in the mo- 
xpent that ,the jockey mounted : 
the brot.il order was obeyed, and 
the noble animal won the betv in 
this statti of bleeding deprivation, 
but dropped down dead imme-'' 
diately atter, at the feet of his un- 
tteling master. We bave a law' 
cntQrc<|d' i» our courts of justice, 
enacting, that persons of a certain 
description shall not be admitted to 
sit as jurors during the trial of a 
criminal ; from a supposition tbat 
their tellings may have been blunt- 
ed'from too frequent an intercourse 
vith scenes <5f blood 5 and, with- 
out calling in question the wisdom 
or efficacy of this interdiction, we 
will presume to add, that the per- 
petrator of wanton acts of barba- 
rity, like that we have been relat- 
ing, should not merely be excluded ■ 
from the jury bench, but from 
evtiy social circle where Christi- 
aiHty formed the basis of moral- 
thouglu, and the practice of mercy 
be expected, as the indispensible ' 
result of such a principle of ethical 
goodQes^. 

We remember to have seen a 
carman some years since, who was 
lashing two horses up the acclivity 
of a street that leads from Thames- * 
street to Tower-street } his cart 
was laden whh hogsheads of to- 
bacco, so heavily, that it became 
impossible for the generous, duc- 
tile creatures to proceed with their 
'load; which so exasperated their 
ipore brutal driver, that he lashed 
the as^onised animals on the ten- 
(krest parts of the anatomy, with- 
oiat cessation, for -some ^ime, with- 
out any reference to the impracti- 
cability of their agency. He had • 
struck the sufieriog ereatutes seve* 



ral times in their ^yes with tli< 
butt end of his whip, uttering the 
most horrid imprecations; whea 
some humane passengers interfered, 
and their remonstrances being an- 
swered with ferocious insolence, a 
scuffle ensued, in which the har- 
dened ruffian proved himself •.;> be 
as cowardly, when opposed to a 
man, as he was cruel, when lacerat- 
ing an unoffending patient beast, 
for not doing that A'hich he had 
not the ability to perform. 

Not many yeai-s stftce, a similar 
miscreant was tried at the Old 
Bailey for tearing out the tongue 
of a horse, in a fit of senseless rage, 
and was punished as he merited. — 
Innumerable instances might be ad- 
dticeds illustrative of the cruelty of ' 
drivers towards this very useful 
animal 3 but we shall stop here, in 
the full hope, that those who may' 
peruse this limited essay will be 
convinced, -on reflection, of the ne- 
cessity there is to be kind towards • 
horses, at lejtst so far as may be 
consistent with personal safety, and 
the convenience of society j and if 
our feeble endeavours can produce 
an effect of this tendency we shall 
be doubly gratified, inasmuch as it 
will be advantageous both to the 
horse and his proprietor, by mak- ^ 
ing the first more willing and ser- 
viceable, and the other more happy 
and prosperous. W. 



EXERCISES FOR WAGERS. 



TI^ROM the many wagers, which 
have been lately contended for 
by feats of personal dexterity and 
strength, it may be hoped, that a 
fashion is about to arise more cre- 
ditable for our manhood and hu- 
manity than that which finds plea- 
nire^ or fame^ in exorbitant exer- 

tionSi 
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tioiu, wrung from tha animals, 
whose usefulness, if there were ao 
other claim, entitles them to our 
protection. 

Upon a comparison of merits be- 
tween him who achieves some- 
thing by his own faculties, and 
him who merely provides another 
animal for some achievement, we 
readily enough perceive the differ- 
ence between them. In the first 
case, the risk, if any, is encounter- 
ed by the creature who is to receive 
the reward -, and the pain, or dis- 
tress, of the performance is endur- 
ed by a thinking being, acting upon 
Ills own motives, audi of course, 
doing himself no more harm than 
he consents to. Cruelty is thus 
put out of the question". At the 
same time a good deal that i« meri- 
torious is left in it, even though 
the eaiercise should be cme chiefly 
of the animal faculties ; for it is 
known, that a free enjoyment of 
these faculties has a beneiicial in- 
fluence upon the temper, and, al- 
though one would not insist upon 
\ any very strict criterion arising out 
.of them, it 1? certain, that men and 
other animals who have, or have 
had, in their prime of life, the most 
' bodily power, are seldom deficient 
in good^nature. There is, perhaps, 
a kind of dignity, though certainly 
sot the highest, which accom- 
panies the consciousness of such 
power. On the other hand, what 
are we to say of. the -man, who 
merely speculates upon the faculties 
of some animals which may be at 
his command? If there be no cruel-- 
if ip the case he deserves no blame, 
and this is the best that can be said 
of him. But in nine cases out of 
ten there is cruelty 5 and. in-a}l- 
tfnatches for running horses against 
time, or even against each otl^r, if 
for moi-e than a few, minutes,, them 
Is tiiore or less of cruelty, md ge- • 
fi'erally- a- dfeadJful degree of it. 



The ke(U of. the true sportsman • 
should be the measure of all such 
matclies. It is very seldom that 
this is exceeded,' without e^iviutr 
more pain to a iioble animal than 
we can have a right to inflict, either 
for profit or amusement. How il 
it possible that any such inflictions 
can make a man proud? Suppose 
his horse to have won* twenty 
matches against time, each mor» 
difficult than the former, what caix. 
he boast ? After allowing that* he 
luay have innocently, by training,. 
improved the speed of his horse,' 
it is then to be added, that he has* 
had the craelty to force a generous 
animal through such exertions as if 
was not believed any torture Could 
wring from him. Such is the only 
praise to which a wretch of that 
sort IS entitled. - ' 

This is no cant against recreations 
and amusements ; it is a mere re-' 
commendation of those, v/hich'hurt 
none, and fliiriy gratify those who 
^xcel in them, or witness them, 
instead of those wiiich are gene-' 
rally cruel, and never can exhibit 
one valuable quality in the practisers 
of them. As these must and ought 
to be out-of-door amusements, we 
shall gladly record any iu stances of 
■fair activity and strength in them^ 
such an instance, atnoug others, 
as those of which Captaia B. and' 
Lieut. H. afibrd examples. Cricket,. 
rowing, tennis, are Hi good ex- 
ercises. In short, any thing is' 
good, which promotes manhood,' 
without exciting ferocity. Boxing 
matches have some tendency in-' 
deed to the latter, and yre fufiher 
blamedble for the profligacy and^ 
the waste of time and money they' 
occasion in the 'lower classes ;' but 
there is not in twenty boxing matches 
so rauchcriidty, as in one horse race' 
against time, one cock-fight, or one 
.4)f tiiat amt contemptible of alh 
cruelties^ a msitchatpwe^nshoofing,

TN our last Number, we inserted 
an account of the trial for Crim. 
Con, between the Earl of Elgin 
and Mr. Ferguson, which was 
brought in the Sheriff's Court, (the 
defendant having suffered judgment 
to go by default) when the plain- 
tiff obtained a verdict for 10,0001. 

The frequency of these violations 
of the laws of connubial honour, 
may render it necessary to offer a 
few remarks on the present occa- 
sion. — ^The late celebrated Lord 
Chesterfield has said, in one of his 
letters to his son, relating to the in- 
continency of his sister- in-law, 
Lady Stanhope, that the obliga- 
tions of matrimony were more im- 
perfectly understood in England, 
than in any other part of the world : 
how far that, idea may be true, or 
carried to the literal extent of the 
declaration, we will not presume to 
say; but certairrfy there must be 
something radically wfong, in the 
principles of what is termed polite 
education, otherwise, how shall we 
account for this alarming recurrence 
of inroads upon the sacred obliga- 
tions of moral honour -, and those 
instances of matrimonial infidelity, 
which have almost ceased to create 
fitoaishoient, by th% celerity with 



which they follow each other ? It 
has appeared, in this case, as in too 
many others of a similar tendency^ 
that Mr. Ferguson was the inti- 
mate friend of Lord Elgin. — He 
was introduced to the lady of the 
aggrieved Peer at Paris, when an 
intimacy ensued of the most confi- 
dential family character ; and cer-^ 
tainly the capital of France is not 
the precise place, where a discreet 
husband would encourage tlie ad« 
vancement of .such intimacies upon 
too wide a scale.— Young men, and 
young women, cannot be very often 
in the society of each other, with- 
out feeling those symptonfs of un- 
describable attachment, in a greater 
or lesser degree, which may even- 
tually lead to their mutual injury. 
It is not enough to say, that the 
imbibed, and acknowledged lawff 
of duty, should on all occasions of 
this bearing have an influence suf- 
ficient to extinguish the first kind- 
ling of an unwarrantable passion.

F RESUMING you wish tp cpl- 
led eyery extraordinary circum- 
stance that. happens in the sporting" 
world, I do not hesitate to trouble 
you with the following, hoping

About a fortnight sincp, as four 
coy pie of hounds, belonging to P. 
Weller, Esq. of Buckland-house, 
in the north of Devonshire, were 
trying for a hare, they unkenneled 
a tine dog fox in some ifurze, very 
near Mr. W/s house, which they 
ran uncommonly sharp for about 
ah hour and a half, when they came 
lo a' check ; and while they were 
trying to regain the scent, a bare 
jumped up, and two couple of the 
hounds pursued her, but the others 
at that moment hitting oflf the fox, 
took a different direction, and after 
ininnirg him for full an hour and 
%hxte quarters longer, ran mto him 
and killed him handsomely, plofve 
ground, in the middle of a large 
tield. About half an hour after 
Wr. Welier's servant had returned 
' with the fox and his little pack,

A FAMOUS EA^T-INDIAN^ HOR'SE. 



'T*HIS horse, called Khtg David, 
' wasorigrnallypurbhased, (when 
agftd) in i7g7y aiBussordi, for the 
trifling sum of seventy rdpJeesj he 
was a grey Arab, fourteen hands 
artd one inch and a half high 5 he 
was of the common cfist of horses 
that carry panniers of dates, and 
i^'as sent to Bombay With several 
others fofr sale; he passed throdgh * 
the hands of severdl geritlfemen, 
niine of whom liked him, b^ing in 
general a crt)s&-made, heavy,ugly- 
Idokirtg horse. Mr. Sfhubfick at^ 
l^gth purchased him fbr Hiree 
biindred rupees ; and ori tHe insti- 
tQtion of the first Bombay races, he 
ehterfed him merely to makfe up 
one for the aged plate of eight 
hundred rupees, with little hope of 
his eveti savirig his disbnfce. He 
stertjBd fbr this ^Llte, Jan'uary the 
12th, 1793, with three others, viz 
a grey Arab horse of Mr. Hard- 
iitg*s (Scandal)*; an Egyptian mare 
of Capt. Cooke's (Bathsheba) 3 and 
a black horse of Sir Charles Mul- 
let's (Quit). He woti with- great 
ease, distancing Scandal and Bath- ' 
shebd the first heat; the black horse 
(Quiz) was beat hollow' the second 
lieat; high odds weVe zl'gainst Da- 
vid, and in fiivour of Scandal and 
Bathsheba. 

On the llth of February follow- 
ing, he ran a match fbf lO,OOC]f 
rupees, with a femous Arab horse, ^ 
called Antelope, the property of 
Capti^in Charles Mears of Surat, 
brought down it was supposed for 
the express piirposfe of beating Da- 
vid ; fie was afcknowledged to be 
the fleetest horse that fever was re- 
membered at Surat by th« oldest 
native, " and the gentlemen of that 
station positively ai^serted, that on 
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tnal he ran a mile within t!ie rhi- ' 
niite. This \^ras a nice at score aH 
round; fcing David took the lead 
at starting, aiid kept it, winnitig by 
about three lengths. 

Immediately after beating this 
Sluat horse. King David became- 
the property of Major Hawkes, un- 
der whose care he improved ver/> 
much. 

.At the second Bombay races^^ 
Dec. 21st, 1798, he again started- 
for the aged plate, against his for- 
mer competitor, Antelope ; Capt^ 
Cochyns*s Portfire, who won th^ 
cblt plate the laSt seasori f Mr.' 
Grant's Arab horse, Highlander j 
and Mr. Hewitsoti's bay Arab, 
King George. Anielbpe was bj^ 
much the favourite, the bets being 
5 to 3 that he beat David, and 5 to 
4 that he won the plate; bis being' 
beat the sesis'on befbi-e being attri*^ 
buted to his having landed out of a 
boat, on his passage froni Surat, the* 
day bieforfe he fan. To the astonish- 
ineht of all present. King David' 
won with the greatest ease, and if 
>^as generally supposed, had he beea' 
j5ushed^ could have distanced the 
whole the first heat. 

' On January the 14th, 1799, King 
David J at Madras races, won the 
plate of 1001. beating Mr. Galli- 
more's Polly ; Capt. Brrd*s Johnny j; 
and Lieut. Hackei's Chester, with 
great ease; and on the^gfth; be 
won the Hatidicap Piirse of fifty. 
pagodas> beating. Major Newton's 
Swiftsure^ and Mr. Heaffce*s Car-- 
natic Charles. 

After this, in 1 800, he won at 
Bombay three several matches, 
beating Brown Bess, Dragon, and 
the fatuous niare Arabella; he 
never carried less than lOst. 3lb. 
but being, "known for his extraor- 
dinary speed and bottom, no horse 
would start against hira^ and his 
fame was established as tlieSdipse^

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of India» He was afterwards kept 
by Major Hawkes as a stallion, but 
never produced any get. He died 
at Bombay, June the 7th, 1805, 
aged about 16 years.

SIR, 



TAm one of those old-fashioned 
people in the world who are not 
apt to take up common opinions, 
or to become a willing party to 
prejudice. This selfishness of the 
understanding has been, however, 
a great protection to roe on many 
occasions, and has given me a stub- 
born habit of forming my own 
judgment on any subjeqt that might 
occur. 

It has, Sir, been this my i^de- 
, pendent consideration of the ways 
and manners of men, which has 
occasioned me to notice very lately 
the hue and cry raised against the 
fashionable sports of the day, such. 
as runuing; horses against time, 
trotting ponies, boxing .matches, 
walking matches, hopping matches, 
&c. Now, Sir, one would really 
imagine, from the violent invec- 
tives of the prints and publications, 
particularly the first of the above- 
mentioned sports, *' running horses 
to death," that the writers of these 
articles were of the Hindoo per- 
suasion, whose religion forbids them 
to murder any thing -, and which 
dangerous sentiment might, if suf- 
fered, be succeeded by an innova- 
ticjn of temperance and charity that 
would, iq time, extend to deprive 
us of the choicest luxuries and en- 
joyn>entg of life ; to banish meats 
^am our tables, made white by the 



cruelty of the experinfient j and of* 
turtle kept alive with (Kfficulty, for 
the sake of callipasb, callipee, aod. 
green fat. These fastidious gen- 
tlemen, seem to forget, that all^ 
creation were made for our use, 
which they, perhaps, would ili-oa- 
turedly denominate mis-use. 

Now, Sir, nothing can be more 
ungentlemanly than such wanton 
severity against our national sports : 
and it is both uncivil and unjust to 
accuse us of cruelty tp our aui- 
mals. Do we not take especial 
care to give our horses a feed of 
corn extraordinary when we ar© 
going a journey, lest they might 
knock up on the road, and leave m 
to go the rest of the road on iioot I 
Does not the driver of a waggon 
take particular care, while he chas- 
tises his animal severely, that he 
may not lame him with the blows, 
lest he should lose his services ? 
and does^the owner of a favourite 
horse or a racer allow his beast to 
die at the winning post, unless it 
may be to secure the bets ? No ; 
there is a fine commercial spirit 
about an Englishm;^n, that will not 
permit any thing to be lost or de- 
stroyed that can be useful to him, 
or that can fetch liim a sixpence. 

Besides, in addition to this, is 
not the same sentiment extended 
to man ? who have more consi- 
deration than our people of rank 
and fashion ? Will a great man 
ever forsake you while lie can make 
use of you ? and will he ever cease 
^making you promises while you 
can continue to please him \irith 
performances ? Will a man of. 
higher rank than yourself ever 
find out that you are not fit cocn- 
pany for him at your otvn well- 
furnished table ? and will a mo- 
dern friend ever forsake you v»'hile 
youVe got a guinea ? No, Sir ; 
this is truly a natioa of arithme- 
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ticians : and so used are they to 
l>alaHces in their own iavoor, that 
xx€i one could ever fail in this happy 
country, did they not sometimes, 
in their nintuai and reciprocal 
struggles, pull each other to pieces. 
- But to return to the particular 
subject of my letter, *' running 
horsey against time/' &c. I cannot 
help noticing another very unrea- 
sonable, and, as I believe, a very 
idle objection of these critics against 
the sport, that it is shameful for 
any gentlemm to drive his beast so 
hard, just as if they were-not the 
property of the owner, and subject 
to such wear and tear as he the 
lord and owner may choose. — 
They would, it seems, fain put us 
on a level with brutes, as the au- 
thor seems to imply who calls 
them *^ joint tenants of the shade." 
I must, nevertheless, confess that it 
appears to tne something remarka- 
ble that ineq of rank and fashion 
should be so fond of driving, when 
they themselves are so frequently 
driven in various ways, suqh as 
expedieots to pass time, borrow 
money, to get bail, &c. &c. and 
they have such an habitual dislike 
to be spurred on by an attorney to 
pay their just debts, or to he goaded 
by a law-suit. 

In hopes. Sir, that this epistle 
may have its proper effect on these

TN the present era, when trading 
• companies of all descriptions are 
so strenuously and affectif^nately 
^dverti^4 % ^6 ^4 of the pul^- 



lio, it may not be uiiR^cei^ry to 
revert to the great South- Sea 
scheme, in 17^0, particularly as 
there are a great number of people, 
who, though they may not have sense 
enough, to take advice, may have 
feeling enough to take warning. 

The inundation of iinaginapy 
wealth was such at this period, that ^ 
luxuries of every kind poured in 
upon the nation, like a mountain 
6ood, in eating, drinking, apparel^ 
giiming; &c. &:c. 

'Change-alley was more like a 
fair crowded with people than a 
mart of exchange, as were all the 
avenues leading to it. On busy 
days, it was the greatest favour to 
get a transfer done j and frequent- . 
ly, . in giving the sum to be bought 
or sold, a tweuty-pourid Bank-note 
was given at t}ie same time* lest 
the difference of a day might make 
100 per cent. It is said there was 
a little hump- backed man, who, 
seeing this mania, made his for-i^ 
tune by lending his back, as a desk, 
to make transfers on, to those who 
could not afford time to run to the 
coffee-houses. 

All questions of public new$ 
were absorbed in asking the pricfe 
of South-Sea stock : it was the first 
question asked when any two met 
together at either end of the town, 
nor was' it confined to the metro- 
polis, bjit flew all over England. 

Ti^ree hundred millions of pounds 
were raised by this bubble ; and

HUNT, 
By ike Corporation of the City t^f London. 

'T'HIS Office having been abo- 
lished lately, it may not be 
unirtteresling to shew its antiquity, 
and how connected with the an- 
cient right of chase, as formerly 
possessed by the Citizens of Lon- 
don. . . 1 . 

When the question was agitated 
in the Court of Common Council 
ktely, it was said by a meAibfer; 
that the office was as necessary' as 
that of the Recorder : it certainly, 
however, wa» not meant to be 
lirged by the member alluded to, 
llhat the office was either z& useful 



or importani as tliat df tbci -Re* 
corder> but that it was as itecessaiy r 
in ordier to preserve the anciealt 
rights and privileges of the qitizeii» 
of London. That the office of 
Common Hunt was nearly a sine- 
cure will be admitted ; but per* 
haps some future Lord Mayor may 
wish for a pack of hounds aad a 
huntsman, and pri^r the nnuinly. 
exercise Of the chase to the peiit^ 
amusement of swan-hopping upoa 
the Thanoes. 

The Law Offiucers of the City ; 
viz. the Recorder, Common Ser- 
jeant, and senior Counsel, being 
called upon for their opinion, tbevy 
after stating generally that the aJboli^ 
tion qf any Office of fogh antitimty. 
in a Corporation is a measure thai 
ought not to be adopted without the 
greatest and most mature consider^ 
ttiiori, proceed as follows : — 

'* The right of chase in the 
royal forests wa9 a priviJegf pos- 
sessed by the city of London be- 
}rond time of memory, and recog-. 
nised.and confirmed by repeated* 
chaners, and was the highest and 
noblest distinctkHi that a subject: 
could possibly enjoy. The office 
of Common Hunt can be traced 
back on the records of this city to 
the reign of Richard the Second^ 
and is there mentioned as an an* 
cient well-known office, which 
affi)rds probable evidence that it - 
was coeval with the franchise itself. 
The change which has taken. plac6 
in the manners of the cout^try, and 
the abolition of the royal forests; 
have very much lessened the value 
of this once high privilege of the 
right of chase. But the perma- 
nency of the office .of Common 
Hunt, is indisputable evidence of ^ 
the exercise and enjoyment of a 
franchise, which marks, nnore than 
any thing else can do, the great 
pre-^nHneaco aod higj&rank heki 
;'■"'• by 
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by the city of London in tunes of 
the remotest antiquity, and renders 
it HDpossible ever to draw that im- 
portant matter into question, llie 
iKmsehoki of the Loid Mayor was 
formed in close resencrblance to 
that of the Sovevelgn, for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the state and 
d4gnity of the first city in the em- 
pire. The houseiiold establish-' 
loent of the Sovereign containe^ii in 
it an officer to mark ou^ peculiarly 
liis prerogative of chase, of which 
the Sovereigns of old were more 
proud and jealous than of any other 
branch of their prerogative, lliat 
officer was the Grand Falconer ; 
sHid though the pursuit of game by 
the mode of hawicing has been in 
disuse for a Century past, this office 
is still retained in the royal esta- 
blishment, is an office of very high 
dignity, and isiled by one of the 
fi**st Peers in the reain;, the Duke 
of Saint Alban*s. The Sovereign 
has other inferior officers of his pre- 
rogative of tlie chase, as the Mas^r 
o^' the Buck-Hounds and others, 
which it would be needless to 
mention. Tiie oi^ce of Common 
Hunt is the only badge of partici- 
pation in this high prerogative, that 
exists in the state of the city of 
London, as represented in the 
household establishment x>f their 
Chief Magistrate. On account iy£ 
the greT't estimation in which the 
right of chase was held, the Com- 
mon Hum took place as the second 
Esquire of the Lard Mayor's House- 
hold. 

"To take from the estiblish- 
ment of the Chief Magistrate an 
Officer who ranks so high iii it, 
iind to blot out from the state of 
the city this type and badge of the 
Very exalted dignity and privilege 
possessed by it in the remotest 
, days of antiquity, though within 
the legal powers of tlie Court of 



Common Council to tSkct, mighty 
as we humbly submit to their con- 
sideration, he higf)ly inexpedient.

of killing a tiger, for the sake of 
his skin. As tlieir method of pro- 
ceeding seemed curious to rn^, th^ 
relation may be so to others. 

They gx on a tree in a WMf 
situation, whose branches are high, 
and convenient enough for thena 
to build what they call a man*Sr 
nest, which is nothing more thait 
^ number of sticks and boughs in-; 
ter woven among the branches, hi\g 
enough to lie along upon, and high 
enough to be out of the spring of 
a tiger". -To this they go in the 
day-time, carrying boiled, rice and 
wafer sufficicfiit for the time pro^ 
po^ to watch for the chance of ft 
tiger's passing near enough to fiM 
at wWh a matchlock gun. The 
principal danger is in passing to ani^ 
from their nest, which will serve 
th^m for a long titne. t have; iii 
some sitiiations, seen two of thesd 
nests Jbuilt near enough, though oti 
different trees, to see, 'converse 
Vith, and aid each other; but they 
commonly remain perfectly silent 
the whole time of*watcbing. 

• Tigem 
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. TigeF'-Shotiting ly Europeans, 

' Tfgef -shooting may seem ha- 
zardous, but, as far as I have seen 
or known concerning it, tjiere is 
not much sport, and little or no 
hazard. Along the skirts of woody 
Jiills, where tigers are supposed to 
haunt, there are commonly ruins 
of old stone buildings to be found, 
wftarly overgrown, and hid by trees 
and underwood : the parties going 
on such exploits provide a kid or 
goat, and fasten it to a bush in good 
uiew of thj^ fu'm, on the top of 
which they secure and hide them- 
selves when- evening approaches. 
The poor animal thus tied, soon 
begins to bleat loud enough to at- 
tract the notice of any tiger that is 
within a reasonable distance. It 
xeqmrcs a a good look-out on every 
5ide to watch a tiger's approach, as 
he creeps along slow and close : 
when discovered, the musquets are 
jjointod, and follow his motions, 
i3t)til tire captain of the party gives 
the word^r^. The most favourable 
moment is, when the tiger crouches 
to make his spring at the goat. It 
is usual likewise to have other mus- 
quets ready Joad^d, carried by Se- 
poys, in case the ifirst lire should 
i)ot kill the beast. 

Hunting the JVm Boar. 

Hunting the wild boar is iar 
ipoi*e preferably than tiger-shoot- 
ing, requiring both courage and ad- 
dress. There are dogs in India 
well ca}ci)latpd for this diversion. 
It is requisitf? tp be out early in the. 
inorning, that you may ride to the 
ground where you expect to find 
qne before day-ligbt. Before these 
animals retire to their haunts 
-within the woods, they resort to 
some ftvourite watering place to 
lave and drink ; the huntsman^s 
^m is to intercept them on their 
jretura to the wood. 



When foutxl, the dogs are slip* 
ped, and the animal, aware of his 
danger, attempts to gain the wood. 
Dogs thbt are well trained and used 
to it will frequently make their 
attack in the following way ; the 
boldest will advance a little wide 
from each side of the boar's head, 
ready to seize a ^vourable (^ppor->' 
tunity, when the fierce animal is 
thrown off his guard, by an attack 
in his rear from other dogs, who, 
assailing his hind legs or fianks, 
may trip him on his side ; or, 
being wounded by a spear from a 
horseman during the chase^ and 
turning on such adversary, an op- 
portunity offers to the dogs of seiz* 
ing him to the best advantage, and 
keeping clear of his terrible tusks, 
than which nothing can be more' 
irresistibly destructive, wherever the 
enraged animal can make a stroke. 
Dogs frequently fall victinw to their 
fierce rashness in attacking, nor 
are the horsemen free, from danger* 
A keen bold sportsman will ride up 
as near to the ammal as lie thinks 
he can make sure of throwing his 
spear with strength enough to pierce 
his side -, but both horse and rider 
should know what they are about, 
and be gradually trained by keeping* 
a more respectful distance, until 
both are well aware what is to be 
done the instant the speai* is thrown. 

I will endeavour to make this 
understood better, by desciibing the 
manoeuvre. Riding up at abou( 
half or three quarters speed, as it 
may happen, with his spear in one 
hand and the bridle tight in the 
Other, and standing in his stirrups, 
he should, at the moment he has 
thrown his spear, wheel his horse 
short round on bis heel, otherwise 
they run considerable risk froni 
the highly-enraged animal, when 
wounded, turning sharp upon thecn. 
I witnessed cue accident of this 

* kindj 
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kij)d> where Ensign L. a fine spU . 
rited liitle fellow, having wounded 
the hoar, from want of address in 
the management of his horse, or 
the horse not readily answering the 
bit, the boar turned quick enough • 
to strike the horse with his tusk, 
and ripping -up his bowels, threw 
both man and horse. Fortunately, 
jL. escaped any farther injury than 
the tall, as the men, on foot, armed 
vrirh spears, and some of the horse* 
men who dismounted, ran up with 
their spears to the aid of the dogs, 
and soon dispatched the boar. 

Hawking, 

The Moormen in India are very 
fond of hawking, which, to a keen 
sportsman, I thought more dan- 
gerous than either shpoting tigers 
or hunting the wild boar. In what 
rhanner it was formerly followed 
in Europe, when considered as a 
royal sport, I do not know : but 
in India, where the game frequently 
soar so high a sportsman sees but 
little of the sport, unless, with his 
eyes constantly fixed, he follows as 
hard as he can ride, guiding his 
horse he knows not whither, at the 
risk of his neck»

TRESPASSES ON THE POWERS OF 
YOUNG HORSES, 



To the Editors o/* the ^porting 
Magaxine, 

-CPAVINS, ring-bones, crooked- 
ness of ti^e joints, and other ini^ 
juries, are generally brought upon 
horses by -riding them too early, 
before their tendons are consoli- 
dated, aiid Cheir joints well knit, 
and more especially from over- 
weighxing and putting youBg horses 
to severe labour. Hence the sy^ 
ftovid of the joints, vulgarly called 
joint-oil^ is forcibly squeezed cut, 
and forming lodgments^ becomes 
gradually indurated, and alternately 
puts I on those appearances, the 
names of which are given above. 
The joints also, bending under a 
weight they are unable to support, 
become lax, vibrate, and diverge 
^om their centre. 

Colts with small joints, and small 
"bone beneath ^lh« Jcnee, are most 
liable to the above misfortune, but 
tno^e especia^lly if they be *f large 
size, and heavy upward, a defect 
of proportion which too often hap- 
pens. In that case, the fou(Tdation 
is totally unable to support the 
saperstructure in the early stage, 
and such horses are incapable of

any labour, with thje hope of keep- 
ing them sound and perfect, until 
arrived at their full growth. Thos^ 
only are calculated for work wlie^ 
jroung, which have their lower 
joints inf full proportion of s ze aui 
strength to ^he weight of their up- 
per parts. These are ^generally 
small and middle-sized horses. ' It 
may be farther observed, that thetir 
over weight frequently bends awry 
4he pastern j<Mnts' of large over- 
grown colts, a misfortune for which, 
indeed, Gsmar proposed a remedy, 
hitherto, I believe, untried j bjat 
when such colts are worked eariy> 
*the defefct must be infinitely ia- 
creas^d, and beyond all remedy. • 

I have seen the above observa- 
tions constantly verified in Xht 
course of alnwst forty years pra<i- 
tice> and two late examples $truck 
me most forcibly.

The commander colleeted a thou- 
sand gipsies, at)d stationed them in 
the outworks with proper means of 
defence. Every thing was in order 
when the enemy arrived, and the 
storm comnienced. The gipsies, 
behind their fortiticatioijs, returned 
the enemy's fire with such alacrity, 
th^ the assailants, little suspecting 
who were the defendants, were ac- 
tually retreating. They had hard- 
ly quitted the ground, when the 
conquerors, elated with joy on their 
^Victory, crept out of their holes, 
crying after thenp« " Go and be 
hanged, you ra.^cals! Thank God 
we had no more powder and shot, 
or we would have played the very 
aevil with you !" " What 1" re- 
plied the retiring besiegers, as they 
turned about, and, to their great 
astonishment, instead of regular 
troops, discovered a motley gip- 
9sy tribe4-** are you the heroes ? 
is it so with you !'* Immediately 
they drove the black crew back to 
their works, and in a few minutes 
totally subdued them." ' 

There are many instances of 
gipsies having been employed in 
military expeditions. In the thirty- 
years war, the Swedes htid a body 
of them in their army. And when, 
4u 1^86, Hamburgh was besieged 
by the Danes, there were three 
companies of them in the Danish 
army. They a re st ill employed by 
the Turks in flying -parties, to bum, 
plunder, or lay Waste, the enemy's 
coiaatry. * . .

'^ The Almond Tumller, or, as 
it is by sOme called, thte drkhit 
tumbler^ is a, vety beaetiful ' and 
valuable species,' and derived its 
origin from the common tumblers; 
(which it nearly resembles fxi 
shape and make,) by being judii 
ciously matched so as to sort the 
feather, to wit, yellows, duns,

Sir-— Canine madness, during 
the last winter and this autumn, 
has been so frequent ip London and 
its neighbourhood, as to cause uni- 
inersal ^l^rra, especially as the effi- 
estcy of the Ormskiilc, and every 
other internal remedy, is totally 
disproved. All indivrdnals are cer- 
tainly hound to make public any 
discovery for the general good, 
(though self-interest too often pre- 
vails to prevent it ;) I tlierefore beg 
you will, in your next paper if pos- 
sible, publish the following cases : — 
* Thomas Dale, farmer, who lived 
in Alsager, in* this county, going 
into his brother*s yard, who kept a 
large masti£F, the dog, though per- 
fcctly acquainted with him, flew 
at him, and seized him by the arm, 
which he lacerated in a dreadful 
manner, making several wounds. 
He directly came to, me, much 
alarmed; I washed the wounds 
■ with muriatic acid, or spirit of salt, 
which brought on inflammation, 
and an abscess was the consequence> 
but considering the extent of the 
wounds v^as little trouble to him. 
He took both the Ormskirk medi- 
cine and ash -coloured liverwort, to 
appease his mind. The dog bit a 
pig, which went mad, and was so 
▼iolent they were obliged to shoot 
him. 

John Barritt, farmer, in Betch- 
ton, near Saodbach, was milking 
pne evening in his cow-house, 
when a small terrier dog came in ; 
he took it in his arms, and carried 
it into the house, to shew his wife 
and children what a beautiful little 
^nimal he had f ot ; whilst he bad 
k in his* arms^ it- seised him l>yth^ 



thumb, and died in a oonirtilsioii^ 
io the act of biting. There were 
two wounds,, which were treated 
id the same manner as Thdnaai 
Dale*s : but as the wounds were 
small, little inflammation ensued. 

John Downs, an apprentice to 
Mr. Twiss, smith, in Odd Rode^ 
was bit by a oeigbboarV dog ; hd 
seized him just above the shoe, 
and there was a wound at least two 
inches long on each side the tendo 
achilles. I did not see him until 
nEK>re than twenty-four hours had 
elapsed : I washed the wounds with 
muriatic acid, and applied a cono* 
mon poultice to prevent inflamma- 
tion 3 pn the third day I repeated 
the application of the acid. Be 
took, three or four times a day, 
two spoonfuls of a mixture, Confik 
posed of half an ounce of the acid» 
a pint of welter, and a little syrupy 
No other means were used ; vsty 
little inflammation succeeded, ail4^ 
the boy did very well, though Se«» 
veral animals went mad that wercf^ 
ph by the same d(^. 

I took no notes oif these cases* 
the two first of which occurred 
many years baek | but the last wm 
in June, 1806, and I believe t]|# 
jTarties are all living. I preferre4 
the muriatic to any other acid, in 
consequence of the' old custom of 
dipping dogs, &c. in brine, wfa<» 
were bit by a rabid animal, and aw 
confident of its superior success, to 
incision, actual cautery, or any <by 
caustic, as the washing the woum 
with the acid finds the deptli each 
tooth penetrates, and ami so coitfi* 
detftof its socoess, that I fancy f 
should nm feel the least unea^oesa 
in being obliged to try iu efficacy 
on myself.

Her gums were much af<- 
fected by the mercury, and the

I ordered the draught to be coa^

. On the 17tb, I visited her about 
jDdon. The mercury had disor- 
dered her bowels in the niglil;, and 
jbiought on (tormina and bloody 
stools. Thus the salivatioQ was 
^eckfMl, and the draught neoeasa- 
tily discontinued. The evik hetQg 
removed^ the salivation returned in 
the most extensive manner^ 'and 
,C(»tinued until the 29th> when it 
began to abate, declined gradually, 
•^d oeysed. Four ocmces .of the 
ointment, all that was iuaesU nieK 
iirubbed ia, and fsompletely sot, at 
four frictions^ within ibrty«ei|^t 
hours. She is now iu p^eet 
Jiealth, iMid I am under qp iippre- 
.teMiaP 6mcernipg^b^.ssif^. 
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iThif is the oniy caie of oon^Mv 
hydrophobia, fnxii the bite of a 
mad dog, sucoessfiiUy treated, oo 
record. But in this case tbe hy* 
drophobia was recent, and tioorif 
discovered. * Tbe dyscataposss, or 
idiHicttlty in swallowin|, and th« 
choaking, had not b^gon tfaek 
dreadful parts of the tragedy. A 
few hours more would iuevltaU|r 
have produced them : then ill 
hopes would have been ctit of 
from any advantage by internal 
remedies, which are wmt of the 
utmost nuiiliary iuportBace, 'm 
preventing, what can never be 
cured-*t£»e direfrd precursors of 
the fatal Babies. 

It has been customary -to call this 
disease by the general name of Hy* 
dropliobia, but that is Incorrect ; 
therefore i divide. the disease into 
three stages :<— - 

I. Hydrophobia, or tlie dread cf 
waler. 

II. /)yina//]^75, or dl^ouhy in 
swallowing, and choaking. 

III. JMie$, or convuteion, at« 
tended with spitting and foamingat 
the mouth. 

It is my practice, and I recooi- 
mriid It to otliers, when called to 
patients bitten by a mad dog; to 
try ttecn immediittely, and froaa 
tiooie to tisne^ with water, in the 
manner above tdated, in onder to 
detect, as eariy as poasiblOft thehy^ 
drophobia, or first decided symp' 
tom produced by tbe poisoo of a 
mad dog. Had I not done so in 
this <:ase, the patient would have 
been lost. A few hours mane 
elapsed, there would have been no 
possibility of exhibiting medicines 
internally ; and the period beiweeh 
the second stage ai the disease and 
death is so short, that there « is- no 
time for ^external appUcationr, to 
And their way,.efiecfeually, into the 

system* 

I have 
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' r hdVe known several instances, 
two of which lately qccarred in the 
neighbourhood of Chelsea, of peo- 
ple djing from the bites of mad 
clogs> without its having ever been 
Ascertained whetlier there was hy- 
drophobia. This leaves room for 
doubts, arid wrong . conclusions^ 
among those who are not acquaint- 
ed with all the characteristics of the 
ijisease 5 especially when the power 
of swallowing liquids, without 
much difficulty, returns — as it did 
in one of these two cases, and also 
in that of young Metcalfe. This 
leturn of the powei* of swallowing 
has never been noticed before ; but 
I must observe, it is very common 
after the cessation of the violence 
of the convulsive struggling, spyit- 
ling, and foaming at the mouth, 
"which usually happen a little be- 
fore the patient dies.

DESTRUCTIVE TRAILS. 
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COURT OF KIN6*S BENCH, JAN. 26. 

Watson or Wathcn v. Townsend. 

Tif R. Dauncey shewed cause 
< against a rule which had been 
obtakied in this case, for a rule nisi, 
to set aside the verdict, and grant 
a new trial (see the Sporting Mag. 
for November last, page 85). 
' The defendant was a keen sports- 
man in the county of Gloucester, 
and the plaintiiF a gentleman of 
landed property in the neighbour- 
hood. The defendant was pos- 
sessed of a wood, called Cat's 
Wood, and being more desirous of 
preserving his game than the good 
will of his neighbours, set several 
trapd iJarge enough to hold a bull, 
and which were intended to «alcK 
Vot. XXXI —No. 185, 



all the dogs in the neighboorbobd. 
For this purpose, he baited sotiie . 
with venison and rabbits* flesh, and 
some wit^ mutton, and to render 
the meat more alluring to the dogs^ ' 
he dipped it in oil of anniseed, the 
scent of which was perceptible at ' 
a great distance. There were se- 
veral roads passing througli' this' 
wood, and in order to entice the ' 
dogs to his traps, it was his custom • 
to trail a paunch, scented with an* ' 
niseed^ from the highway to the 
traps. By this means several dog^ * 
were taken, and the game-keeper ' 
both killed and buried them^ and 
received a shilling a head for each. 
During one half year, he received 
seven shillings for dogs kilted in 
this manner ; and it was proved^ 
that, as a person was riding through 
the wood, his dog, which followed 
behind bim, was attracted by the 
scent, and taken in one of the 
traps. The plaintiffs court-yard 
^as near to the wood, and within 
silent of'- the baits. Sevecal of his 
dogs were taken, and when one of » 
them was shewn to the defendant^ 
he said he knew it was Mr. Wat* 
son's dog, for no one else kept 
hounds thereabouts, and ordered 
the dog to be buried. — The Jury 
found a verdict for the plaintifl^^ 
damages, 30l. 

Mr. Serjeant Williams, in Igst 
term, moved to set aside the ver*. 
diet, on the ground that the de- 
fendant had a right to set traps in 
his own land to catch foxes and' 
other vermin, and that no express' 
malice was proved against the de- 
fendant, with respect to the plain- 
tiff or his dogs. Upon reading the^ 
report of the ease on the trial, it' 
now appeared that the circumstance 
of trailing the paunch , had not ta- 
ken place since the plaintiff came 
toHve in the neighbourhood of the 
deftndaot. 

Kk The 
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The Aitomtff General, aod Mr. 
QarroWf for the defeDdant, relied 
very much upon this circumstance, 
to shew that the defendaut bad no 
express n^alice against the plaintiff. 

liord EUenborough said, that it 
tiFas the sanoe thing whetlier a man 
enticed a dog by a natural and ir- 
resistible instinct to his traps, or 
took him forcibly by the collar, 
and dragged him to the place of his 
dsatruction. That in all cases of 
nuilicLous injury « as well as of 
crimes, every mian must be sup- 
posed to contemplate the natural 
effi^cts of his own cos^uct ; and as 
aU dogs within scent of these traps 
would necessarily be drawn to 
tbem; and the plaintift*s dogs were 
within die sphere of attraction, he 
nuist be supposed to intend to 
cfttcb the plainti^s dogs, and this 
intention was sufficiently malicious 
to support the action. 

The rest of the Court concurred 
m this opinion, and therefore the^ 
^ul$ was discharged, and the verdict 
of the Jury confirmed.

The plaintiff, a tradesman, was 
going ^oni Clapham to Cbel" 
8ea> accompanied by a young wo* 
man of the name of Cole, in a 
chaise-cart -, they were going at aa 
easy rate in Horsemonger-lane, and 
for a very good reason, for if they 
wished to go ^ter they could not ) 
the horse was one of those small 
ponies^ so much used by mea of 
the description of the plaintiff. 

The chariot of the de^ndant 
came rattling along at the rate of 
ten miles an hour ; the poor trades- 
man was frightened at the neighing 
of the steeds, and drove the chaise- 
cart on the foot-path, to avoid the 
pending danger : when the coacli* 
man, pleased at the anxiety of the 
plaintiff, drew still closer, although 
there was room for two carriages 
to pass on the other side of the 
road ; and, being an adept in driv- 
ing, managed to entangle the 
plaintiffs chaise-cart between th<^ 
wheels of the chariot, and in that 
situatlofQ dragged it about forty 
yards, until the shafts broke, the 
plaintiff calling out to the eoach-, 
man, who only smiled, and whipped 
his horses. The plaintiff and the 
yoimg woman were thrown out of 
the chaise-cart under the chariot, 
and one of the wheels went over 
the plaintiff. So far from the de« 
fencbnt being affected^ or com- 
miserating the situation of the 
plaintiff, he allowed the carriage 
to continue its career until it wasi 
stopped ^y force, and afterwards* 
refused giving his address. He did 
not feel himself equal to describe 
the atrocity of the coachman^ or 
the passiveness of his master, whQ 
was a silent spectator, if not an, 
abettor.

Mr. Garrow, for the prosecution, 
solicited the peculiar attention of 
the jury to this case, that they might 
be able to form a just estimate of 
the magnitude of the offence, and 
by finding the defendant guilty, ex.* 
hibit to others the serious conse- 
quences 6f the breach of the laws« 
The prosecutor was a clergymao 
pf high respectability, one of the 
chaplains to the Prince of Wales, 
and on the I2th of October visited 
Drury-lane Theatre. At firsts he 
placed himself on the King's side of 
the house; but observing som^ 
friends m an opposite box, be went 
out with the intention of joinin|( 
them. In the lobby, ho\Vever, hlo^ 
saw (fit d^endant and another gexlf 
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.tlemao, whom he afterwards uoder- 
•tood to be Mr. Melltsh^ convers- 
ing with one of those unfortunate 
females by whom public places of 
amusement are so much infested. 
As there was room to pass between 
the two gentlemen, the prosecutor 
inadvertently was about to pi;oceed 
in, that direction, wheq he was stop- 
ped by the fist of the defendant up- 
.on his breast, who exclaimed, *' By 
G — d, you shall not pass this way : 
who are you ?'* The prosecutor in- 
quired to which of the persons he 
was tp address himself, as both of 
them were violent, when the de- 
fendant vpc;ferated, f' To me. Sir." 
Sir Robert Peat then inquired who 
the defendant was, and was answer- 
ed, *f I am. Sir, what perhaps you 
are not, a gentleman." Unwilling ■ 
to create a disturbance in. the thea- 
tre, the prosecutor proposed an ad- 
lourqraent to the Bedford CofFee- 
nouSe. To this suggestion the de- 
jfendant consented; and taking Sir 
Robert by the arm, dragged him 
along the lobby, as if he were a cul- 
prit in his custody. Instead of 
going out of the theatre by the 
Russelt- street door, where the pro- 
secutor had left his great coat, they 
left the theatre at the door leading 
into Brydges-street, and proceeded, 
by mistake, for some distance down 
Catherine-street, before Sir Robert 
Peat found that he was going from 
the Bedford Coffee-house. When 
be discovered his ^fror, he cony 
municated it to the defendant, who 
immediately fell into a violent pas- 
sion, and with a large sHek struck 
the prosecutor a heavy hJow on the 
head; but fortunately his bat guard- 
ed it so effectually, thai no mate- 
rial injury was received. 'Observ- 
ing that the prosecutor did not fall, 
Uie defendant began with the great- 
est bmtality to kick Sir Robert 
?e4t in various parte of bis body.

Booth 
immediately ordered him to give k 
tip to him : he replied, he would^ 
not 3 Booth immediately knocked 
him down, and took away tlie fer- 
ret. At the same time he ordered 
his Assistant to search the prosecu- 
tor*8 brother-in-law, who was in 
company with hin). The prose- 
cutor told him he would go to a 
Justice, and make a complaint 
against him. Booth replied, if he 
did not get off as fast as he could, 
he would give him a worse drub- 
bmg.

It is ext rac/^ ^ rom 
the manuscript journal c/^ la^^yt 
written in the year 1^«— " 1 
drove through the fbrej»f^^* Wind- 
tor, to Ke a race by i^ footmert, 
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an Englisfaiiifln ^nd n Scotcbman, 
the fbr^ner taller and bigger than 
the other. The ground measured, 
and cut even in a round, was almost 
lour miles: tliey were to run 
it round so often, as to make up 
twenty-two miles, the distance be«> 
tween Charing Cross and Windsor 
Cross, that is, five timet' round, and 
80 far as made up the odd miles and 
measure. They ran a round in 
twenty-five minutes. I saw them 
run the fir^t three rounds, and half 
another, in an hour and seventeen 
minutes, and they finished it in 
two hours' and a half. The Eng- 
lishman gained the start the second 
round, and kept it at the same dis- 
tance the ^\e rounds, and then the 
Scotchman came up to him, and 
got hefore him to tlie post. The 
Englishman fell down within a few 
yards of the post. Many hundred 
pounds were won and lost about it. 
The^ ran both very neatly; but 
kny ]udgment gave it to the Scotch- 
man, because he seemed to save 
himself to the last push." 

Mk. Downe, the pedestrian, 
finished Im Herculean labours on 
Friday, the 5th iifetaht, within two 
miles of Beaconsfield. He had ten 
days to perform 400 miles, a task 
unprecedented, and the weather 
was unlavourable. Mr. Downe was 
so much fatigued on the Wednes- 
day night» that it was feared he

Never, to spare the trouble 
of charging, or of saving a charge 
of powder and shot, carry a loaded 
gun iuto any house, but always 
lire it off into the airl)efore you 
enter any one*s door. And le- 
meraber never to attempt to alarm 
or frighten any one by holding out 
even an uncharged gun at ihem j 
for whoever does it deserves to te 
most severely reprimanded for the 
first offence, and to be shot, or 
banished for ever all sfxriety, for 
the second. — Obsen^e these few 
directions, George," said he, veiy 
terioasly^ " and I shall not again 
reprove you for shooting a hare or 
partridge. While 1 continue to 
murder my domestic animals for 
consumption and emolument, you 
riiall have leave fi-om me to shoot 
wild onei for your pleasui'e and 
exercise. M.

Mr. Marryatt addressed the Ju- 
ry for the defendant, and contend- 
ed, that it was obvious that ib^ 
defendant had no intention to pro- 
voke General Gwynne to a duel, 
because, although after the receipt 
of the first letter, the General had 
advertised, that if the author would 
avow himself it should be answered, 
yet he had never stepped forward 
to receive the satisfection which was 
thus offered him. As to the Ti- 
bels, be coatended that there wai 
no evidence to the hand-writing 
sufijcient to induce the Jury to fit}d 
the defendant guilty. 

Lord Ellenborougfa said, that the 
two questions for the Jury were,-« 
ist. Whether the defendant was 
the author of the libels in question ? 
2d, Whether he intended to pro* 
voke the prosecutor to challenge 
him to fight a duel ? As to th« 
first point, it would be an insult to 
common sense to doubt for a iho- 
ment that they were libels; and 
two witnesses had positively sworn 
that they were written by the de- 
fendant. With respect to the so* 
cpnd question* there cguld b^ littlp 
doubt that the defendant's object 
was such as was alledged in thQ 
information. — ^Verdict, Guilty.

Mr. Dampier opened the prose- 
cution with a. very brief statement, 
and observed, that the facts as proved 
would appear more strong and im- 
pressive th^n any thing he could 
urge. 16 would appear that the 
mother of the unfortunate girl was 
« widow, wUh three daughters, 
who maintained themselves by their 
industry. They took in needle- 
work, n^e prisoner was a very 
young man, an Officer of Marines. 
He had paid particular attention to 
the unfortunate prosecutrix, and in 
feet had gained her afieciions and 
confidence so far, that she had often 
bad the imprudence to walk alone 
with him, before be committed 
Ihe horrid deed.
